Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  hereby  directed  to  pro- 
cure proposals  for  and  have  published  600  copies  of  said  City  Docu- 
ments for  1916  and  said  Tax  List  for  1917  to  be  bound  together  in 
cloth  covers,  and  to  procure  proposals  for  and  have  published  3000 
copies  of  said  Tax  Book  of  1917,  to  be  bound  in  paper  covers.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

OF 

CLARK  BURDIGK,   Mayor 

January  1,  1917 


To  the  Honorable  Representative  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

To  us,  gentlemen,  has  been  intrusted  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of 
the  City  for  the  coming  year,  and  it  is  a  pleasing  co-incidence  that 
this  year  the  first  Monday  falls  upon  New  Year's  Day,  a  day  of  good 
resolutions,  some  of  which  we  keep. 

As  part  of  the  ceremonies  of  the  day,  the  incoming  Mayor  is  ex- 
pected to  outline  in  a  general  way  his  views  on  certain  matters  per- 
taining to  the  business  of  the  city.  Too  often  these  addresses  merely 
furnish  material  for  the  public  press  and  the  City  Manual  and  are 
never  thereafter  given  a  thought. 

And  yet  even  with  this  in  view,  as  the  head  of  this  corporation  of 
ours,  I  propose  to  follow  this  ancient  custom  and  briefly  outline  to  my 
fellow  directors  and  shareholders  certain  matters  that  I  deem  essen- 
tial to  our  prosperity  in  the  way  of  increasing  our  output  and  thereby 
enhancing  the  value  of  our  shares  and  returning  to  us  increased  divi- 
dends in  the  way  of  health,  happiness  and  material  prosperity. 

FINANCES 

In  the  conduct  of  a  business  corporation,  and  as  such  the  city 
should  be  managed,  one  of  the  first  questions  that  confronts  those  in 
charge  is  its  financial  system,  its  method  of  raising  money  and  its 
method  of  spending  the  money  it  raises. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  at  this  time  to  go  into  any  detailed  study  of 
figures.  These  will  all  be  clearly  set  forth  in  the  report  of  our  treas- 
urer. We  all  know  how  rapidly  the  rate  of  taxation  has  grown  in  the 
last  few  years  in  Newport,  and  many  feel  that  what  we  have  ac- 
quired has  not  been  commensurate  with  our  outlay.  This  increase 
may  in  part  be  explained  by  the  rate  fixed  by  state  law  on  intangible 
personal  property.  The  fact  remains  however  and  cannot  be  dis- 
puted that  if  all  property  in  Newport  liable  to  taxation  were  assessed 
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in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  the  rate  required  to  cover 
our  yearly  expenditures  would  be  no  higher  than  in  former  years.  It 
is  the  inequality  of  the  tax  to  which  we  all  object,  and  to  which  we 
have  a  right  to  object  We  should  devise  some  method  to  make  our 
income  equal  to  our  needs,  with  fairness  alike  to  the  millionaire  and 
to  the  man  who  merely  owns  his  little  home.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  a  competent  tax  commissioner  is  the  solution  of  this  problem.  I 
believe  that  we  could  well  afford  to  pay  a  salary  sufficient  to  get  the 
best  available  man  for  this  purpose,  and  I  further  believe  that  he 
would  earn  his  salary  many  times  over,  and  we  taxpayers  would  never 
feel  it  except  in  the  way  of  a  decrease  in  our  rates. 

It  is  so  much  easier  to  spend  than  to  acquire  money  that  we  must 
be  continually  on  our  guard  and  scrutinize  with  the  utmost  care  each 
and  every  appropriation.  By  this  I  do  not  mean  to  be  miserly  in  our 
expenditures,  for  I  believe  with  the  money  available  spent  wisely  we 
can  greatly  increase  the  benefits  to  be  derived. 

Our  present  system  of  purchasing  supplies  for  the  various  depart- 
ments is  so  far  behind  modern  methods  as  to  be  unworthy  of  a  corpo- 
ration of  our  size.  We  should  have  and  can  have  a  central  purchas- 
ing bureau  for  all  the  supplies  needed  in  every  department  and  the 
saving  made  by  such  a  method,  if  we  standardize  our  requirements, 
will  be  beyond  any  present  estimate.  Corporations  many  times  our 
size  and  with  departments  more  numerous  and  divergent  all  adopt 
some  such  system  in  the  interest  of  economy.  The  adoption  of  such  a 
plan  by  our  city  will  require  some  time  for  investigation  and  adjust- 
ment of  the  necessary  details  and  I  strongly  urge  that  the  matter  be 
at  once  referred  to  some  proper  Committee  for  investigation  and 
report. 

PUBLIC  HIGHWAYS 

Our  streets  and  highways  have  for  years  past  and  will  for  all  fu- 
ture years  constitute  one  of  our  chief  assets.  We  all  realize  how  the 
automobile  and  the  auto  truck  have  added  to  the  burden  our  roadbeds 
have  to  carry.  This  burden  has  had  to  be  met  by  new  and  improved 
methods  of  construction,  and  the  burden  will  increase  year  by  year  in 
proportion  to  the  increased  use  of  these  modern  methods  of  trans- 
portation. 

Ocean  Avenue,  famed,  and  justly  so,  all  over  the  world,  will  re- 
quire a  large  expenditure  of  money  in  the  near  future.  It  has  served 
us  well  in  the  past,  it  deserves  all  that  we  can  spare  for  it  in  the  pres- 
ent, and  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  new  roadbed  laid  last 
year  in  part  be  extended  a  reasonable  distance  at  each  end  during  the 
coming  year,  so  that  within  a  short  time  the  roadbed  for  its  entire 
length  may  be  renewed  without  any  serious  inconvenience  to  travel. 

There  are  probably  more  people  traveling  on  foot,  in  automobiles, 
carriage  and  street  cars  over  Bath  road  during  the  year  than  over 
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any  other  street  in  the  city.  The  contemplated  widening  of  this  road 
should  be  carried  out  and  carried  out  at  once,  lest  it  become  as  great 
a  joke  as  in  years  gone  by  was  the  improvement  of  Long  Wharf. 
Public  spirited  citizens  have  already  donated  part  of  the  necessary 
land  for  this  purpose  and  we  owe  it  to  them  as  well  as  to  ourselves  to 
extend  the  widening  direct  to  the  city's  line  at  the  Beach.  Other 
cities  do  not  hesitate  when  once  it  is  determined  that  such  improve- 
ments are  necessary.  If  it  is  necessary  to  condemn  any  land  for  this 
purpose  the  values  will  never  be  less.    Let  us  do  it  and  do  it  now. 

The  great  need  of  housing  facilities  in  Newport  has  resulted  and 
will  result  in  new  tracts  being  opened  and  new  streets  platted  and 
soon  we  will  be  called  upon  to  accept  these  new  streets  as  public  high- 
ways. In  this  connection  I  wish  to  call  your  attention,  without  re- 
peating, to  the  recommendations  of  our  former  Mayor,  Honorable 
Robert  S.  Burlingame,  in  regard  to  the  improvement  of  new  public 
highways  under  what  is  sometimes  termed  the  betterment  plan.  It  is 
a  method  in  vogue  in  most  progressive  cities  and  to  it  I  give  my  un- 
qualified approval. 

The  Street  Commissioner  has  repeatedly  called  the  City's  atten- 
tion to  the  stone  crusher  owned  by  us  and  it  would  seem  that  if  we 
have  the  stone  and  the  crusher,  it  is  the  simplest  problem  in  business 
management  to  arrange  to  get  these  two  together  as  speedily  as  pos- 
sible. If  the  ledge  on  Ruggles  avenue  playground  can  be  made  avail- 
able for  this  purpose  without  detriment  to  its  use  by  the  children,  this 
should  be  done  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  Representative  Council  last  year  gave  its  approval  to  the 
project  of  acquiring  the  so-called  (Jongdon  land  for  park  purposes  by 
passing  a  resolution  directing  the  City  Solicitor  to  apply  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  an  enabling  act.  This  location  would  appear  to  be 
an  ideal  site  for  the  location  of  the  proposed  Vanderbilt  Memorial 
Fountain,  and  I  understand  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  donors 
of  the  fountain.  In  memory  of  that  friend  of  Newport,  to  whom  no 
higher  praise  can  be  given  than  that  he  died  like  a  gentleman  in  sav- 
ing the  lives  of  women  and  children,  and  in  appreciation  of  the  pro- 
posed gift  it  would  seem  fitting  that  the  land  when  acquired  should  be 
called  the  Vanderbilt  Circle. 

THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Until  one  stops  to  consider  local  conditions,  the  large  and  varied 
floating  population  that  Newport  has  during  certain  seasons  of  the 
year,  the  influx  of  thousands  of  pleasure  seekers  in  the  summer  time, 
the  untold  wealth  here  represented  and  the  presence  of  our  splendid 
Navy,  one  can  not  realize  the  work  that  our  police  department  is 
called  upon  to  do.  There  is  probably  no  other  city  of  its  size  that  is 
called  upon  to  harbor  such  a  cosmopolitan  crowd  as  does  Newport. 
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That  it  is  able  to  do  as  well  as  it  does  and  that  major  crimes  are  so 
few  is  a  matter  of  congratulation.  That  the  Department  is  perfect 
or  that  it  is  as  efficient  as  it  should  be,  it  would  be  folly  to  assert 
We  have  frequently  heard  calls  for  a  re-organization  and  it  may  be 
that  these  calls  are  fully  justified.  We  had  in  years  gone  by  an  effi- 
cient Fire  Department  and  our  fire  losses  were  comparatively  small, 
but  no  one  will  deny  that  since  the  re-organization  of  this  Department 
its  efficiency  has  been  greatly  increased'  and  our  feeling  of  security 
has  grown  in  proportion.  The  same  conditions  undoubtedly  apply  to 
the  Police  Department.  What  changes  if  any  should  be  made  ought 
not  to  be  left  to  the  guesswork  of  a  body  unfamiliar  with  the  work- 
ings of  our  own  or  of  other  police  departments,  but  should  result 
from  a  thorough  knowledge  of  its  workings  and  a  careful  investiga- 
tion of  the  methods  adopted  by  other  cities.  I  freely  confess  I  per- 
sonally am  ignorant  of  the  subject  and  for  this  reason  refrain  at  this 
time  from  any  general  recommendations  along  this  line,  except  to 
suggest  that  it  is  a  very  proper  subject  for  our  Board  of  Aldermen  to 
take  up,  investigate  and  report. 

Last  year  we  adopted  a  plan  of  the  one-way  street  on  Thames 
and  Spring  streets.  That  this  innovation  was  justified  and  met  with 
general  approval  appears  unquestioned.  Whether  it  should  be  ex- 
tended in  time  and  space  should  receive  your  further  consideration. 
Some  confusion  did  result  from  change  of  traffic  officers  necessitated 
by  the  present  limited  force,  and  it  would  certainly  seem  wise  that 
permanent  traffic  officers  (and  not  all  men  are  equally  qualified  for 
this  work)  should  be  arranged  for  during  the  busy  traveling  season  of 
the  year.  It  would  also  seem  that  at  many  points  on  our  highways, 
for  instance  on  Washington  Square  near  the  Army  and  Navy  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  sign  posts,  sometimes  rightly  called  animated  men,  directing  the 
line  of  travel  might  be  used  to  good  advantages. 

SALARIES  AND  WAGES 

In  common  with  many  other  places,  there  is  a  general  demand  in 
Newport  for  an  increase  in  the  salaries  and  wages  of  our  City  em- 
ployees. This  demand  is  based  upon  the  present  high  cost  of  living. 
It  is  a  serious  matter  and  demands  your  serious  attention,  and  should 
not  be  acted  upon  without  the  most  thorough  investigation.  All  over 
the  United  States  this  question,  the  high  cost  of  living,  is  the  subject 
of  thought  and  investigation,  and  it  may  be  that  as  a  result  of  this 
investigation,  after  the  great  war  ends  and  conditions  return  to  a  nor- 
mal basis,  some  solution  may  be  found.  Offhand  it  would  appear 
that  there  is  more  justice  in  the  request  for  an  increase  of  the  pay  of 
the  day  laborer  than  in  that  of  the  salaried  officer  whose  pay  is  as- 
sured throughout  every  day  of  the  year.    It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind 
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that  while  salaries  and  wages  are  sometimes  raised  they  are  seldom  if 
ever  reduced. 

STATE   LEGISLATION 

There  is  seldom  a  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State 
without  some  legislation  being  enacted  which  affects  our  interests, 
either  specially  or  in  common  with  the  other  cities  and  towns  of  the 
State.  Our  Representatives  in  that  body  are  alert' and  watchful  in  all 
such  matters  and  act  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  as  they  see  it. 
If  however  we  have  a  committee  of  representative  men  who  would 
keep  in  touch  with. all  such  matters  it  would  add  greatly  to  the  influ- 
ence of  our  members  in  that  body.  Why  should  not  Newport  have  a 
state  pier  or  state  aid  along  the  same  lines  as  the  work  of  the  Metro- 
politan Park  commission?  We  need  a  new  court  house  in  Newport. 
This  is  conceded  by  everyone  at  all  familiar  with  the  situation.  It 
has  been  the  subject  of  investigation  by  a  commission  of  the  state, 
and  it  has  been  the  earnest  desire  of  your  representatives  in  the  gen- 
eral assembly  for  years.  If  we  had  a  proper  legislative  committee 
this  matter  might  be  one  of  the  first  projects  that  they  could  take  up 
and  I  feel  certain  that  with  the  proper  backing  we  might  soon  realize 
our  desire,  and  look  upon  another  public  building  of  which  we  might 
all  feel  proud.  I  venture  to  predict  that  it  would  require  less  push  to 
bring  this  about  than  pull  to  secure  that  long  promised  railroad  sta- 
tion. 

NEWPORT  AND  THE  NAVY 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  placed  upon  our  relations  with  the 
navy.  Narragansett  Bay,  designated  by  the  honorable  secretary  of 
the  navy  as  the  naval  capital  of  the  United  States,  is  the  chief  asset 
we  possess  for  our  present  and  future  prosperity  and  it  behooves  our 
officials  and  our  citizens  in  general  to  bear  this  ever  in  mind.  We 
should  study  our  mutual  interests  and  co-operate  with  the  navy  and 
its  representatives  in  every  way  possible  to  the  end  that  our  advan- 
tages may  be  published  far  and  wide,  and  that  every  man  who  forms 
a  part  of  this  the  greatest  branch  of  our  national  defense  should  be 
made  to  feel  at  home  among  us. 

Looked  at  from  a  selfish  point  of  view  we  have  only  to  consider 
the  large  appropriations  made  every  year  for  the  various  branches 
constituting  the  Narragansett  Bay  Naval  Station,  the  Torpedo  Sta- 
tion, the  War  College,  the  Training  Station,  and  the  Melville  Station. 
When  we  add  to  these  the  appropriations  made  for  the  Engineer's 
Department  and  the  army  posts  we  cay  seriously  ask  ourselves  what 
we  would  do  were  these  withdrawn  from  this  Bay.  And  yet  it  is  well 
for  us  to  consider  that  while  Narragansett  Bay  from  a  physical  point 
of  view  may  be  the  ideal  location  for  all  the3e  industries,  there  are 
other  locations  on  the  coast  which  can  be  substituted  for  this  bay, 
that  these  other  locations  all  have  active,  energetic  spokesmen,  and

that  such  questions  are  sometimes  decided  not  from  an  ideal  but  from 
a  political  point  of  view. 

If  then  we  would  hold  that  which  we  already  have  and  obtain  that 
which  we  ought  to  have,  we  must  do  more  than  furnish  the  location. 
The  presence  of  the  fleet  in  our  bay  during  the  summer  season  is  an 
attraction  such  as  no  other  place  j>n  our  coast  can  offer.  The  liberty 
parties  from  the  vessels  of  the  fleet  put  more  dollars  in  active  circula- 
tion in  every  branch  of  local  industry  than  do  all  our  summer  excur- 
sionists combined.  If  then  we  can  make  the  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  our  navy  feel  at  home  and  welcome  in  our  midst,  we  shall  raise  up 
such  a  crowd  of  spokesmen  for  our  City  as  will  more  than  outweigh 
any  political  influence  from  other  parts. 

And  how  may  this  be  done  ?  We  who  know  the  personnel  of  the 
Navy  realize  that  for  the  most  part  it  is  composed  of  a  class  of  young 
men,  earnest,  devoted  to  their  work,  and  seeking  to  attain  an  honor- 
able place  in  an  honorable  calling.  Young  men  they  are  for  the  most 
part  and  as  such  they  require  when  on  liberty  such  relaxation,  amuse- 
ment and  pleasure  as  are  common  to  the  young. 

Newport  should  have  an  athletic  field  where  the  men  of  the  fleet 
can  hold  their  meets,  play  baseball  and  other  outdoor  sports.  If  the 
baseball  grounds  in  the  fifth  ward  could  be  purchased  and  an  attract- 
ive athletic  field  laid  out  as  an  addition  or  extension  to  the  present 
Wellington  Park,  it  could  be  made  a  great  addition  to  our  present 
park  system.  Such  a  field  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  our 
Army  and  Navy  men,  and  its  use  permitted  to  others  only  when  not 
needed  by  them.  Other  forms  of  entertainment  will  undoubtedly 
suggest  themselves  to  an  energetic  committee,  but  the  real  point  is  to 
make  them  feel  welcome  and  let  them  know  how  much  we  appreciate 
their  presence  in  our  midst.

CITY  CHARTER 

There  is  widespread  dissatisfaction  among  all  classes  of  our  citi- 
zens with  many  of  the  provisions  of  our  present  charter,  especially 
with  reference  to  the  size  and  workings  of  our  Representative  Coun- 
cil. Biennial  elections  have  been  advocated  in  the  past,  and  most  of 
the  cities  and  towns  of  the  state  are  gradually  adopting  this  system. 
Whether  you  would  elect  your  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  for  two 
years,  it  would  certainly  be  a  great  improvement  to  elect  your  other 
salaried  officers  biennially  and  do  away  with  the  annual  scramble  for 
office.  Former  chief  executives  have  on  a  number  of  occasions  called 
your  attention  to  various  phases  of  this  subject  and  suggested  investi- 
gation and  action.  These  suggestions  have  been  set  forth  in  the 
press  and  there  the  matter  has  been  allowed  to  drop.  As  your  former 
Senator  I  had  the  temerity  to  try  to  foist  upon  you  certain  changes, 
which,  rightly  or  wrongly,  I  believed  and  still  believe  would  be  an  im- 
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provement  in  our  present  methods.  In  proposing  these  changes  I  at 
least  had  fairness  enough  to  submit  them  to  the  electors.  The  an- 
swer we  all  know. 

The  Newport  Improvement  Association,  a  body  of  public  spirited 
citizens  who  ungrudgingly  give  of  their  time,  thought  and  experience 
for  what  they  believe  to  be  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  have  a 
draft  of  a  new  city  charter  which  they  propose  to  urge  with  all  means 
in  their  power  for  adoption  by  the  General  Assembly  and  by  our  peo- 
ple. There  are  doubtless  many  good  ideas  embodied  in  this  draft  as 
there  are  certainly  many  which  are  entirely  unsuited  to  this  commu- 
nity. 

Hence  we  are  at  present  confronted  with  this  situation  :  we  have 
a  charter  which  ought  to  be  revised,  we  have  a  revision  with  a  strong 
following  back  of  it.    What  are  we  to  do  ? 

There  are  many  able  men  who  for  years  have  devoted  their  entire 
time  to  the  study  of  municipal  problems.  They  are  experts  on  the 
subject.  They  are  not  faddists  with  but  one  pet  plan  for  city  govern- 
ment from  which  they  cannot  be  weaned.  When  called  on  for  their 
advice  they  spend  much  time  in  becoming  acquainted  with  the  locality, 
its  population,  its  area,  its  business,  its  resources,  its  expenditures, 
its  needs  and  its,  present  methods,  and  with  this  knowledge  and  their 
experience  they  can  draft  a  charter  along  the  lines  they  consider  best 
suited  to  the  conditions  as  they  find  them,  and  better  still  they  can 
give  clear  and  convincing  reasons  for  all  their  recommendations. 
Among  such  experts  I  have  in  mind  one  who  belongs  to  an  old  and 
honored  Newport  family — one  who  was  born  here  and  is  already  fa- 
miliar with  our  local  conditions. 

Would  it  not  be  a  wise  solution  of  this  vexed  question  to  seek  the 
aid  of  some  such  unbiased,  disinterested  man  of  knowledge,  one 
whose  reward  would  be  not  alone  the  small  compensation  that  the 
city  would  have  to  pay  him,  but  the  pride  that  he  would  feel  in  his 
work  ? 

Many  of  the  suggestions  embodied  in  this  brief  address  would  be 
subjects  taken  up  by  such  an  expert — our  financial  problem,  the  cen- 
tral purchasing  bureau,  the  improvement  of  our  highways,  the  sala- 
ries and  wages.  These  and  many  other  civic  problems  are  subjects 
that  are  constantly  studied  and  discussed  by  such  experts.  Why  not 
before  we  try  another  experiment  get  all  the  light  we  can  ? 

But  no  charter  in  itself  can  make  an  ideal  city  government.  It  is 
only  by  the  co-operation  of  all  that  the  best  results  can  be  obtained. 
If  there  is  friction  between  the  different  departments  the  wheels  of 
government  will  run  not  true.  In  private  corporations  such  a  situa- 
tion demands  and  receives  immediate  correction  and  city  corporations 
are  no  different.  I  therefore  bespeak  for  this  coming  year  an  active 
whole  hearted  co-operation  among  all  our  departments,  and  to  that 
end  I  pledge  my  support. 


New  City  Charter  of  the  City  of  Newport 


An  Act  to  Revise,  Consolidate  and  Amend  the  Act  Entitled  "An 
Act  Incorporating  the  City  of  Newport",  and  the  Several  Acts  in 
Amendment  Thereof  and  in  Addition  Thereto,  Passed  April  2, 
1875. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Newport  shall  continue 
to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  "City  of  New- 
port", and,  as  such,  shall  continue  to  have,  exercise,  and  enjoy  all  the 
rights,  immunities,  powers,  privileges,  and  franchises,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  now  incumbent  on,  or  pertain- 
ing to  said  city  as  a  municipal  corporation,  or  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of 
this  state;  so  far  as  the  same  shall  not  be  altered  by  this  act,  or  by 
any  acts  in  amendment  thereof.  They  may  ordain  and  publish  such 
ordinances  and  regulations  as  shall  be  needful  to  the  good  order  of  the 
said  body  politic,  and  may  inflict  fines  and  penalties  for  the  breach 
thereof,  not  exceeding,  for  any  offence,  twenty  dollars  and  ten  days' 
imprisonment. 

Sec.  2.  The  government  and  control  of  all  fiscal,  prudential,  and 
municipal  affairs  of  said  city,  unless  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  vested 
in  a  representative  council,  and  unless  otherwise  specially  provided, 
all  the  general  or  special  powers  conferred  by  statute  upon  city  coun- 
cils shall  in  the  City  of  Newport  be  and  hereby  are  vested  in  the  said 
representative  council. 

Sec.  3.  The  representative  council  shall  consist  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety-five  members  to  be  elected  as  follows:  At  the  first  election 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  electors  of  each  ward  qualified  to 
vote  on  any  proposition  to  impose  a  tax  or  for  the  expenditure  of 
money  shall  elect  thirty-nine  members  who  shall  reside  in  the  ward 
for  which  they  are  elected,  thirteen  of  whom  shall  serve  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  thirteen  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  thirteen  for  the 
term  of  three  years;  and  thereafter  the  electors  of  each  ward  shall 
annually  in  like  manner  elect  thirteen  members  to  serve  three  years, 
and  shall  also  at  such  election  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  exist  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

Sec.  4.  The  executive  powers  of  the  city,  except  as  otherwise 
directed  by  the  representative  council  shall  be  vested  in  a  mayor,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  general  officers, 
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and  in  five  aldermen,  one  from  each  ward,  to  be  elected  by  the  electors 
of  the  city  qualified  to  vote  on  any  proposition  to  impose  a  tax  or  for 
the  expenditure  of  money.  Each  alderman  shall  be  an  elector  in  the 
ward  for  which  he  is  nominated,  and  the  nominee  for  each  ward  receiv- 
ing the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  alderman  for  that  ward. 

Sec.  5.  The  representative  council  shall  meet  annually  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January  at  12  o'clock  noon,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
they  shall  adjourn  to  or  by  rule  prescribe;  they  shall  also  meet  upon 
the  written  request  of  twenty-five  members  or  upon  the  request  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  the  request  for  such  meeting  to  be  filed  with  the* 
city  clerk. 

Sec.  6.  The  representative  council  shall  choose  a  chairman  from 
their  number  who  shall  preside  at  their  meetings.  The  city  clerk  shall 
act  as  clerk  of  the  representative  council. 

Sec.  7.  The  chairman  of  the  representative  council  shall  annually 
at  the  first  meeting  in  January  appoint  a  committee  of  twenty-five 
members,  five  members  from  each  ward,  which  committee  shall  con- 
sider the  subject  of  the  annual  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  report  thereon  at  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  representa- 
tive council,  which  report  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  voters 
qualified  to  vote  upon  the  expenditure  of  money  at  least  seven  days 
before  said  adjourned  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  Any  vacancy  in  the  representative  council  from  any  ward 
may  be  filled  by  the  members  from  such  ward  from  among  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  such  ward  for  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  current 
municipal  year. 

Sec.  9.  The  representative  council  may  determine  the  rules  of 
its  procedure  and  judge  of  the  election  of  its  members.  A  majority  of 
all  the  members  of  the  representative  council  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  doing  business,  but  a  less  number  may  organize  temporarily 
and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  All  meetings  of  the  representa- 
tive council  shall  be  held  with  open  doors,  and  the  records  ot  their 
proceedings  shall  be  kept  by  the  city  clerk  and  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection.  Subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  the  representative  council,  any  taxpayer  or  voter  of 
the  city  may  speak,  but  not  vote,  at  such  meetings.  The  members 
thereof  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services  as  members 
of  the  representative  council. 

Sec.  10.  The  representative  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and 
collect  taxes  for  all  purposes  for  which  towns  or  cities  are  authorized 
to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  and  to  appropriate  and  expend  the  same  as 
they  are  or  may  be  authorized  by  law;  to  make  ordinances  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  said  city,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
by  law,  relative  to  streets,  sidewalks,   and  highways,   and  to  the 
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ordering  of  the  same  to  be  made,  and  to  mending,  paving,  cleaning  and 
lighting  the  same;  to  landing  places,  wharves,  the  anchoring  and 
mooring  of  vessels,  and  to  injuries  and  encroachments  upon  the  river 
and  harbor;  to  the  fire  department  of  said  city,  and- the  protection  of 
said  city  from  fires;  to  the  police  department,  and  the  security  of  the 
city  from  riotous  and  disorderly  persons;  to  taverns,  cookshops,  oyster 
houses,  and  all  places  of  entertainment;  to  public  shows,  entertain- 
ments, exhibitions  and .  spectacles,  and  the  licensing  or  prohibition 
thereof;  to  the  construction,  use,  and  regulation  of  theatres  and  all 
public  places  of  amusement;  to  the  public  health;  to  public  burying 
grounds,  and  the  burial  of  the  dead;  to  foot  or  sidewalks  in  the 
streets,  and  to  posts,  gutters,  drains,  signs,  steps,  cellar  doors,  win- 
dows  and  lamps  therein;  and  shall  have  power  to  make  ordinances 
and  regulations  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  said  city  and  all  other 
general  powers  necessary  for  the  government  of  said  city  not  incon- 
sistent with  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  representative  council  shall  also  have  power  to  in- 
flict penalties  for  the  breach  of  any  such  ordinances.  Provided,  that 
such  ordinances  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  state  and  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  offenders  from 
the  punishment  or  penalty  already  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  state 
for  any  of  the  offenses  herein  described.  All  penalties  provided  for 
by  any  ordinance  of  said  city  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  said  city, 
6r  to  such  persons  and  uses  as  shall  be  by  such  ordinances  prescribed; 
and  they  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

Sec.  12.  The  representative  council  at  the  beginning  of  each 
municipal  year  shall  elect  a  city  treasurer,  a  city  clerk,  a  judge  of 
probate,  a  probate  clerk,  a  collector  of  taxes,  a  city  solicitor,  one  as- 
sessor of  taxes,  and  all  such  other  city  or  municipal  offices  provided 
for  by  the  laws  of  this  state  or  otherwise  as  may  be  necessary  or 
proper,  and  for  the  term  provided  by  law;  and  they  shall  also  elect 
from  time  to  time  all  such  officers  as  may  be  needful  or  proper  to 
carry  into  execution  the  powers  of  said  city  unless  the  appointment 
of  such  officers  be  prohibited,  or  the  mode  of  their  election  be  other- 
wise specially  prescribed  by  law,  and  may  provide  by  ordinance  or 
otherwise  for  the  election  of  such  other  officers  as  are  not  hereinbefore 
designated,  and  shall  have  power  to  employ  heads  of  departments  and 
such  other  officers  as  they  may  see  fit.  They  may  delegate  to  the 
board  of  aldermen  the  election  of  any  officers  not  specially  named  or 
not  by  special  act  required  to  be  elected  by  the  representative  council. 

Sec.  13.  The  representative  council  shall  fix  the  salaries  and  de- 
fine the  duties  of  all  city  officers  except  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
The  salaries  shall  be  fixed  before  the  election  of  the  officers  and  shall 
not  be  changed  during  the  term  for  which  they  are  elected,  but  the 
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salary  of  mayor  and  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  for  the  year 
commencing  January  7,  1907,  shall  be  fixed  at  the  first  meeting  in 
January,  1907. 

Sec.  14.  The  representative  council  may,  if  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected  vote  in  the  affirmative,  remove  for  misconduct  or 
incapacity  any  officer  except  such  as  are  elected  by  the  people. 

Sec.  15.  The  representative  council  shall  have  power  to  delegate 
to  the  board  of  aldermen  such  ministerial  powers  as  are  by  statute  or 
by  this  charter  conferred  upon  said  representative  council. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  officer  or  employee  of  the 
city  at  the  request  of  the  representative  council,  in  accordance  with 
any  general  rule  or  special  vote  of  said  body,  to  appear  before  it  and 
give  such  information  as  it  may  require  in  relation  to  any  matter,  act,, 
or  thing  connected  with  his  office  or  employment. 

Sec.  17.  A  vote  of  the  representative  council  in  favor  of  any 
proposition  requiring  the  expenditure  of  ten  thousand  dollars  or  more 
in  addition  to  the  regular  annual  appropriations  shall  not  become 
operative  until  after  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  seven  days  from  the 
day  of  the  final  passage  of  such  vote.  If,  within  the  said  period  of 
seven  days,  a  petition  be  addressed  to  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk 
signed  by  at  least  ten  qualified  electors  from  each  ward  in  addition  to 
at  least  one  hundred  qualified  electors  of  the  city,  asking  that  such 
proposition  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city,  the 
board  of  aldermen  shall  within  thirty  days  from  the  filing  of  such  peti- 
tion submit  such  question  to  the  qualified  electors  at  ward  meetings 
specially  held  for  such  purpose.  Pending  said  period  of  seven  days 
the  action  of  the  representative  council  shall  be  suspended,  and  if  the 
said  petition  be  filed  then  it  shall  be  further  suspended  until  the  result 
of  said  election  be  declared,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting 
thereon  approve  said  proposition  it  shall  become  a  law,  otherwise  it 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  18.  Upon  the  written  petition  signed  by  at  least  one  hun- 
dred electors  qualified  to  vote  upon  the  proposition  therein  set  forth, 
filed  with  the  city  clerk,  addressed  to  the  representative  council,  and 
requesting  the  passage  of  any  ordinance  or  any  proposition  for  the 
expenditure  of  money  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
there  to  be  specifically  set  forth,  the  representative  council  shall  at  its 
next  meeting  proceed  to  consider  the  same  and  shall  before  the  ad- 
journment of  said  meeting  pass  its  final  vote  thereon.  If  the  said 
ordinance  or  proposition  be  disapproved  by  the  representative  council 
the  said  vote  shall  be  inoperative  for  a  period  of  seven  days,  and  if 
within  said  period  of  seven  days  after  said  disapproval  a  petition  be 
addressed  to  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk  signed  by  at  least  twenty 
qualified  electors  from  each  ward  in  addition  to  at  least  two  hundred

qualified  electors  of  the  city  asking  that  such  proposition  be  submitted 
to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall 
within  thirty  days  thereafter  submit  said  ordinance  or  proposition  to 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  city  at  ward  meetings  specially  held  for 
that  purpose,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  approve  such  ordinance 
or  proposition  it  shall  become  a  law,  otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

Sec.  19.  No  sum  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose  shall  be  ex- 
pended for  any  other  purpose  unless  otherwise  specially  authorized  by 
vote  of  the  representative  council.  No  expenditure  shall  be  made 
nor  liability  incurred  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  city  until  an  appropriation 
has  been  duly  voted  by  the  representative  council  sufficient  to  meet 
such  expenditure  or  liability  together  with  all  prior  unpaid  liabilities 
which  are  payable  out  of  such  appropriation. 

Sec.  20.  The  representative  council,  the  mayor,  and  the  board  of 
aldermen  and  all  other  city  officers  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  and  to 
support  the  constitution  of  this  state  and  of  the  United  States  in  the 
form  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  21.  The  mayor  shall  be  president  and  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  board  of  aldermen.  He  shall  have  power  to  investigate  all  de- 
partments of  the  city  and  may  suspend  any  city  officer  for  sufficient 
cause.  In  case  of  suspension  he  shall  within  five  days  call  a  meeting 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  lay  before  the  board  a  specification  of 
the  charges  preferred  against  such  officer,  and  if  said  board  shall  not 
sustain  such  charges  the  officer  shall  be  immediately  restored  to  office  ; 
but  if  said  board  shall  sustain  said  charges  the  office  shall  become 
vacant  unless  such  officer  shall  within  ten  days  claim  an  appeal  to  the 
representative  council,  who  shall  finally  determine  the  matter. 

Sec.  22.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  exercise  a  general  super- 
vision over  all  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  city ;  they  shall 
form  the  several  committees  for  the  administration  of  the  different 
departments  of  the  city  government,  and  shall  report  the  condition  of 
the  same,  together  with  recommendations  thereon,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  representative  council,  which  report  shall  be  published 
annually ;  they  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  representative  coun- 
cil and  give  such  information  as  may  be  required. 

Sec.  23.  Unless  otherwise  specially  provided,  all  the  powers, 
general  or  special,  now  conferred  by  statute  upon  town  councils  and 
boards  of  aldermen  shall  in  the  City  of  Newport  be  vested  in  the 
board  of  aldermen. 

Sec.  24.  The  board  of  aldermen  may  determine  the  rules  of  its 
procedure.    It  shall  elect  a  chairman,  who  shall  preside  and  perform 
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the  duties  of  the  mayor  in  case  of  the  absence  or  inability  of  the 
mayor  to  act 

Sec.  25.  The  mayor  and  the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
shall  receive  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  representative  council,  and 
shall  receive  no  other  compensation  whatsoever  for  any  services  ren- 
dered to  the  city.  Neither  the  mayor  nor  any  aldermen  shall  enter 
into  or  be  interested  in  any  contract  with  the  said  city  or  any  depart- 
ment thereof,  nor  shall  either  of  them  vote  upon  any  proposition  or 
with  reference  to  a  contract  between  the  City  of  Newport  and  any 
corporation  in  which  either  is  a  stockholder. 

Sec.  26.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor  or.  any  member 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  the  representative  council  may  call  a  special 
election  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Sec.  27.  On  and  after  January  1,  1908,  Chapter  804  of  Public 
Laws,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  board  of  police  commissioners 
for  the  City  of  Newport,"  and  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in 
addition  thereto  shall  be  repealed,  and  thereupon  all  the  powers  over 
and  control  of  the  police  within  the  City  of  Newport  shall  be  invested 
in  a  mayor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Newport,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  representative  council. 
During  the  month  of  January,  1908,  the  representative  council  shall 
elect  three  commissioners,  one  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  one  year 
from  the  first  day  of  January,  1908,  one  who  shall  hold  office  for  two 
years  from  said  date,  and  one  who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years 
from  said  date,  and  annually  thereafter  in  the  month  of  January  the 
representative  council  shall  elect  one  commissioner  to  hold  office  for 
three  years,  which  commissioners  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  duties  conferred  by  law  upon  license  commissioners  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  102  of  the  General  Laws  and  of  any  acts  in 
amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto.  Said  commissioners  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  the  representative  council  shall  deter- 
mine, and  the  said  representative  council  may  fill  all  vacancies  in  said 
board  of  commissioners  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  28.  Nominations  of  candidates  under  this  act  shall  be  made 
by  nomination  papers  filed  with  the  city  clerk  at  least  twelve  days  be- 
fore election,  and  no  nomination  paper  shall  be  valid  in  respect  to  any 
candidate  whose  written  acceptance  is  not  thereon.  Nothing  shall  be 
printed  or  written  on  any  nomination  paper  except  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  candidate  and  the  office  for  which  he  is  nominated,  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  nominators,  and  the  acceptance  of  the 
candidate.  Nominations  of  candidates  for  the  representative  council 
shall  be  signed  by  at  least  thirty  electors  qualified  to  vote  upon  any 
proposition  to  impose  a  tax  or  for  the  expenditure  of  money  and  resi- 
dents of  the  wards  from  which  the  candidate  is  nominated.    Nomina- 
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tions  of  candidates  for  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  be  signed  by  at 
least  one  hundred  electors  who  are  qualified  to  vote  upon  any  proposi- 
tion to  impose  a  tax  or  for  the  expenditure  of  money  and  residents  of 
City  of  Newport.  Nominations  of  candidates  for  the  school  committee 
shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  hundred  qualified  electors  of  the  City  of 
Newport,  and  nominations  for  candidates  for  mayor  shall  be  signed  by 
at  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  qualified  voters  of  said  city.  No  person 
shall  sign  nomination  papers  for  a  greater  number  of  candidates  than 
he  has  a  right  to  vote  for  at  the  election  for  which  the  nominations 
are  made.  Chapter  1078  of  the  Public  Laws  shall  not  apply  to  nomi- 
nation papers  provided  for  by  this  act 

Sec.  29.  On  the  first  Tuesday  in  December  in  every  year  the 
qualified  electors  of  said  city  shall  give  in  their  votes  in  their  respec- 
tive wards  for  a  mayor  to  serve  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  of 
the  next  January  and  until  his  successor  be  elected  and  qualified,  and 
four  members  of  the  school  committee  to  serve  for  the  term  as  by  law 
provided;  and  on  the  same  Tuesday  in  every  year  the  electors  of  each 
ward  qualified  to  vote  on  any  proposition  to  impose  a  tax  or  for  the 
expenditure  of  money  in  said  city  shall  give  in  their  votes  for  five 
aldermen  to  be  elected  by  the  people  at  large  to  serve  for  the  term  of 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  such 
number  of  members  of  the  representative  council  to  serve  for  such 
terms  as  herein  provided.  Nothing  shall  be  printed  or  written  upon 
the  ballot  except  the  name  of  the  candidate,  his  residence,  the  office 
for  which  he  is  nominated,  and  such  other  non-political  facts  as  the 
election  laws  of  this  state  may  require.  In  all  other  respects  the 
election  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  this  state  now  or  here- 
after in  force  concerning  elections  under  the  secret  ballot  law. 

Sec.  30.  For  the  purpose  of  holding  elections,  the  city  shall  be 
divided  into  five  wards,  to  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  conveniently 
an  equal  number  of  inhabitants  and  electors.  And  it  shall  be  thejduty 
of  the  representative  council  from  time  to  time,  not  oftener  than  once 
in  five  years,  if  needful,  to  revise  and  alter  the  said  wards  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  preserve,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  such  equality.  The  pre- 
sent division  of  said  city  into  wards  shall  be  and  hereby  is  continued 
until  the  same  shall  be  revised  and  altered  as  above  provided. 

Sec.  31.  All  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Newport  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  continue  in  force  until  amended 
or  repealed  by  the  representative  coucil. 

Sec.  32.  The  passage  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  any  right  accru- 
ing or  accrued,  or  any  suit,  prosecution,  or  other  legal  proceeding 
pending  at  the  time  when  it  shall  take  effect  as  herein  provided,  and 
no  penalty  or  forfeiture  previously  incurred  shall  be  affected  thereby. 
All  persons  holding  office  in  said  city  at  the  time  this  act  shall  take 
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effect  shall  continue  to  hold  such  office  until  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  33.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  approval  or  rejection  to 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  of  Newport  on  the  sixth  day  of  June, 
1906,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  II  of  the  General  Laws,  and  the  city 
clerk  of  said  Newport  shall  issue  his  warrant,  notifying  and  warning 
the  qualified  voters  to  meet  in  the  several  ward  meetings  in  said  city, 
there  to  cast  their  ballot  for  or  against  the  approval  or  rejection  of 
this  act.  The  polls  in  the  several  ward  meetings  shall  be  kept  open 
during  the  hours  now  provided  by  law  in  elections  for  general  state 
officers  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  ballots  de- 
posited in  the  several  ward  meetings  upon  the  closing  of  the  polls  in 
said  wards  respectfully  shall  be  sorted  and  counted  by  the  wardens 
and  clerks  of  said  meetings  in  open  ward  meeting,  and  the  result  in 
each  of  said  wards  shall  thereupon  be  announced  by  the  warden 
thereof  and  the  ballots  thereupon  shall  be  sealed  up  and  returned  to 
the  city  clerk  of  said  Newport.  The  board  of  aldermen  of  said  New- 
port shall  thereupon,  on  the  day  following  said  ward  meetings,  proceed 
to  count  the  ballots  for  and  against  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and 
shall  declare  the  result.  If  a  majority  of  the  ballots  deposited  as 
aforesaid  shall  reject,  this  act  shall  not  go  into  effect;  but  if  a  majority 
of  the  electors  voting  at  said  ward  meeting  shall  approve  then  this 
act  shall  take  effect  as  herein  provided.  Said  board  of  aldermen  shall 
cause  a  copy  of  such  declaration,  certified  by  the  city  clerk,  to  be  de- 
posited with  the  secretary  of  state,  and  shall  also  cause  the  result  of 
said  count  to  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  city. 

Sec.  34.  So  much  of  this  act  as  authorizes  the  submission  of  the 
question  of  its  acceptance  to  the  electors  of  the  City  of  Newport  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage  but  it  shall  not  take  further  effect  unless 
accepted  by  the  electors  of  said  city  as  herein  provided.  If  approved 
by  the  electors  of  said  city,  then  this  act  for  the  purpose  of  nominating 
and  electing  officers  hereunder  in  lieu  of  the  annual  election  for  city 
officers  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  October,  nineteen  hundred 
and  six,  and  for  all  other  purposes  this  act  shall  take  effect  on  the 
seventh  day  of  January  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  thereupon 
all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  2.    The  appropriations   heretofore  made   by   Ordinance 
passed  January  3,  1916,  are  included  in  the  above  appropriations,  and 
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so  much  of  said  appropriations  as  has  already  been  paid  out  by  virtue 
of  said  Ordinance  is  to  be  deducted  from  the  appropriations  made  by 
Section  1  hereof. 

Section  3.  All  boards,  commissions  or  officers  who  have  approved 
bills  which  have  been  paid  from  the  appropriations  made  by  Ordinance 
passed  January  3,  1916,  shall  immediately,  upon  the  passage  of  this 
Ordinance  notify  the  City  Treasurer  to  which  specific  appropriation 
said  bills  should  be  charged  and  enter  such  charge  on  their  books 
accordingly. 

Section  4.  No  city  officer  nor  committee  shall  incur  any  liability 
against  the  City,  or  make  or  cause  any  expenditure  or  payment  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  City  beyond  or  in  excess  of  any  appropriation  herein- 
before ordered,  unless  such  liability,  expenditure  or  payment  shall  be 
occasioned  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  be  specially  authorized  by  vote 
of  the  Representative  Council,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance  relating  to  annual  appropriations. 

Section  5.  No  sum  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose,  as  speci- 
fied in  detail  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Twenty-Five,  shall  be 
expended  for  any  other  purpose,  unless  otherwise  specifically  author- 
*zed  by  vote  of  the  Representative  Council.  No  expenditure  shall  be 
made  nor  liability  incurred  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  City  until  an  appro- 
priation has  been  duly  voted  by  the  Representative  Council  sufficient 
to  meet  such  expenditure  or  liability,  together  with  all  unpaid  liabili- 
ties which  are  payable  out  of  such  appropriations. 

Section  6.    This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Paragraph  numbered  "Third"  of  Section  I  of  Chapter 
47  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Newport,  entitled  "Junk 
ani  other  Second-Hand  Articles"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

"Third:  Every  said  licensed  person  shall  keep  in  a  book  a  con- 
temporaneous record  in  the  English  language  of  the  business  done  by

him  as  follows :  A  description  of  every  article  purchased  or  sold  by 
him,  at  the  time  of  such  purchase  or  sale,  the  name  and  residence  of 
the  person  from  or  to  whom  the  same  was  purchased  or  sold,  and  the 
day  and  hour  of  such  purchase  or  sale. " 

Section  2.  Paragraph  numbered  * 'Fifth"  of  said  Section  1  of 
said  Chapter  47  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Fifth:  Every  such  licensed  person  shall  keep  any  property  pur- 
chased or  received  by  him  for  a  period  of  ten  days  from  and  after  the 
report  required  to  be  made  by  him  to  the  chief  of  police  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  during  said  period,  such  property  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  distinct  and  shall  not  be  disfigured  or  treated  in  any  way  by  which 
its  identity  may  be  destroyed  or  affected;  except,  however,  that  any 
person  licensed  as  a  gatherer  may  at  any  time  sell  any  such  property 
to  a  keeper  or  a  shop  or  storehouse  or  a  foundryman  or  other  person 
licensed  as  above  provided;  and  except  that  any  keeper  of  a  shop  or 
storehouse  or  any  foundryman  or  other  person  licensed  as  above  pro- 
vided, may  sell  and  melt  within  said  period  of  ten  days  upon  permis- 
sion in  writing  from  the  chief  of  police;  and  no  keeper  of  any  shop  for 
the  purchase  of  second  hand  articles  or  junk  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
either  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or  exchange  any  of  the 
articles  aforesaid  of  any  minor  or  apprentice  knowing  or  having  rea- 
son to  believe  him  or  her  to  be  a  minor."

It  is  ordained  by  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport 
as  follows: — 

Section  1.  Chapter  11  of  an  ordinance  comprising  the  revised 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Newport  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: — 

"Section  41.  Until  November  1st,  1916,  (Sundays  excepted)  and 
from  May  1st  to  November  1st  (Sundays  excepted)  in  each  year 
thereafter,  between  the  hours  of  9  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m.,  all  vehicles 
travelling  on  Thames  Street  between  Touro  Street  and  Pelham  Street 
shall  travel  only  in  a  Southerly  direction,  and  all  vehicles  travelling 
on  Spring  Street  between  Pelham  Street  and  Touro  Street  shall  travel 
only  in  a  Northerly  direction. " 

'  'Section  42.  Between  the  dates  and  hours  above  specified,  all  ve- 
hicles when  stopping  on  said  streets  shall  stop  alongside  of  and  con- 
tiguous to  the  curbstone  and  shall  face  only  in  the  direction  in  which 
the  traffic  is  allowed  to  travel;  but  may  stop  on  either  side  of  the 
street. ' ' 

"Section  43.  Every  driver  and  person  in  charge  or  control  of  a 
horse  or  vehicle  shall  obey  and  cause  these  regulations  to  be  obeyed. 
Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  aforegoing  regulations 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offense." 

"Section  44.  The  provisions  of  Sections  41,  42  and  43  shall  not 
apply  to  the  Fire,  Street  or  Police  Department,  Ambulances  or  United 
States  Mail  Vehicles." 
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"Section  45.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  passage." 

Communication  from  the  Board  of  Health.    Read  and  received. 

An  Ordinance  in  amendment  of  Chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Newport.     (Screening  Law.)     Read  and  passed. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport 
as  follows:— 

Chapter  25  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Newport  is  hereby 
amended  by  the  adding  thereto  the  following  sections: — 

Section  28.  No  dealer  in  fruit,  vegetables,  fish,  shellfish,  meats 
or  provisions  shall,  between  the  dates  of  May  1st  and  November  1st, 
sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  have  in  his  possession  with  the  intent 
to  sell  for  human  food,  any  fruit,  vegetables,  fish,  or  shellfish,  meats 
or  provisions  which  are  or  have  been  exposed  to  contamination  by 
flies.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  it  is  expressly  provided  that  all 
stores  and  ware  houses  in  which  the  above  mentioned  food  products 
are  kept  or  exposed  with  the  intent  to  sell,  shall  have  all  windows  and 
doors  protected  by  tight  wire  screens;  and  that  all  barrows,  carts, 
wagons  and  other  vehicles  in  which  such  food  products  are  exposed 
for  sale,  stored  or  kept  with  intent  to  sell,  shall  be  provided  with 
tight  screens,  which  shall  be  kept  closed  at  all  times  when  such  arti- 
cles are  not  actually  being  removed  or  transferred  from  said  barrows, 
carts,  wagons  or  other  vehicles. 

Section  29.  No  person  in  the  City  of  Newport  shall  have  in  his 
yard,  cellar,  stable  or  elsewhere  upon  his  premises,  any  filth,  trash, 
litter,  rags,  refuse  of  any  description,  or  any  stagnant  or  standing 
water,  or  other  material  in  which  flies  or  mosquitoes  may  breed. 

Section  30.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health,  upon 
complaint  report  from  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  or  otherwise,  upon 
learning  of  the  existence  upon  any  premises  of  one  or  more  of  the 
conditions  described  in  Section  29  of  this  Ordinance,  to  notify  the  oc- 
cupant, owner,  or  agent  of  the  owner,  of  said  premises,  in  writing,  of 
the  existence  upon  said  premises  of  any  nuisance  as  above  described, 
from  unsanitary  and  disease-producing  conditions:  to  wit,  places 
where  flies  or  mosquitoes  can  breed,  and  to  order  him  to  abate  and 
remove  the  same  forthwith,  within  forty -eight  hours  upon  the  receipt 
of  said  notice.  In  case  said  occupant,  owner  or  agent  of  the  owner  of 
said  premises,  shall  fail  to  comply  with  said  order  within  the  specified 
time,  then  the  Board  of  Health,  by  themselves  or  their  agents,  shall 
proceed  at  once  to  abate  and  remove  said  nuisance.    The  Board  of 
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Health  shall  keep  accurate  account  of  the  expense  so  incurred,  and 
the  same  shall  be  chargeable  to  such  occupant,  owner  or  agent  of  the 
owner,  and  upon  refusal,  after  demand,  to  pay  such  expenses,  such 
occupant,  owner  or  agent  of  the  owner,  shall  be  liable  in  an  action  at 
law  to  be  instituted  in  behalf  of  the  City  of  Newport  for  the  recovery 
of  such  expenses. 

Section  31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  occupant,  owner  or  agent 
of  the  owner,  having  upon  his  premises  any  horse,  mule,  cow,  goat, 
sheep,  pig  or  other  domesticated  animal,  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  re- 
moved, all  manure  or  animal  excrement  from  said  premises  once  in 
each  week,  from  March  15th  to  November  15th  inclusive,  and  once  in 
every  fortnight  from  November  15th  to  March  15th,  and  said  occu- 
pant, owner,  or  agent  of  the  owner  shall  be  required  to  store  all  such 
manure  or  excrement  pending  its  removal  in  water-tight,  screened 
receptacles  not  accessible  to  flies. 

Section  32.  When  the  duty  of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  31  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  placed  upon  the  owner  of  any 
premises,  stable,  lot  or  open  area,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  agent  of 
the  owner  in  said  owner's  absence,  to  comply  with'  the  provisions 
above  specified.  And  for  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  any  person 
receiving  or  collecting  rent  or  permitting  the  occupancy  of  said  prem- 
ises, or  attending  or  caring  for  said  premises,  in  any  manner,  what- 
ever, shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  agent  of  the  owner. 

Section  33.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Sections  28,  29  and  31  of  this  Ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  be  fined, 
not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more  than  $20.00,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the 
County  Jail  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  ten  days. 

Section  34.  All  Ordinances  or  parts  of  Ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 

Fire  Department 


To  the  Representative  Council. 

Gentlemen  :— I  herewith  submit  in  compliance  with  Chapter  16  of 
the  City  Ordinances  governing  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City,  for 
your  consideration,  the  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  operation 
of  the  department  under  my  charge  during  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1916. 

Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  a  roster  of  the  depart- 
ment, containing  the  names,  rank  and  residence  of  the  members 
thereof,  a  statement  showing  the  amount  of  the  Fire  Department 
appropriations  and  the  sums  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  the  de- 
partment, a  list  or  fires  and  alarms  of  fires,  the  damage  occasioned 
thereby,  and  the  amount  of  insurance  thereon,  also  the  amount  of  in- 
surance paid  as  near  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain. 

I  also  append  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  I  deem 
necessary  to  properly  increase  the  efficiency  of  this  department  and 
I  trust  they  will  meet  your  approbation. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  is  in  good  condition  and  the 
force  under  good  discipline,  and  they  by  their  promptness  in  respond- 
ing to  and  efficiency  in  working  at  tires,  have  enabled  the  same  to  be 
confined  to  the  buildings,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  in  which  they 
originated,  thereby  preventing  what  in  several  cases  threatened  to  be 
serious  fires. 

Manual  Force  of  the  Department 

New  members  have  been  elected  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  several 
companies  as  they  occurred  during  the  year,  making  the  permanent 
force  at  the  present  number,  36  men,  and  the  call  force  56  men,  the 
entire  force  numbering  92  men. 


Hydrants 

The  number  of  fire  hydrants  in  service  December  31st,  1916,  was 
336,  eight  being  added  this  year. 
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Hose 

Amount  of  hose  on  hand  this  date  is  14,400  feet,  of  which  10,000* 
feet  is  in  good  condition,  3,400  feet  in  fair  and  1,000  feet  in  poor  con- 
dition. This  includes  1,000  feet  of  new  hose  and  700  feet  re- lined  at  a 
saving  of  >£  cost  of  new.  I  recommend  l,000]feet  of  new  hose  at  90- 
cents. 

Apparatus 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  is  all  motorized,  and  is  in  good 
condition. 

Candidates  for  the  Permanent  Force 

There  was  held  under  my  supervision  a  competitive  examination 
for  candidates  to  the  eligible  list,  the  same  being  conducted  wholly  by 
numbers,  the  three  highest  averages  being  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen. 

Repairs  to  Stations 

Only  repairs  that  were  absolutely  necessary  were  done  under  my 
supervision;  all  other  repairs  and  alterations  were  done  by  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  expense  of  which  I  know  noth- 
ing about. 

Monies  from  the  Sale  of  Old  Junk,  etc 

Would  say  that  a  sale  was  held  April  16th,  1916,  at  No.  4  Station 
and  the  proceeds  of  $396.96  was  turned  over  to  the  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen. 

Fire  Alarm  Telegraph 

The  fire  alarm  telegraph  has  been  improved  by  being  re-timed 
from  three-second  to  two-second,  thereby  gaining  nearly  a  minute  on 
the  longest  boxes,  having  added  six  new  rherostats  on  the  controlling 
board,  one  for  each  circuit,  new  bronze  wire  cable  pulls  on  the  whistles 
to  replace  the  wooden  rods,  new  linger  brakes  in  boxes  where  needed, 
thereby  doing  away  with  all  brush  contacts  in  boxes;  box  31  placed  on 
iron  pole  at  the  corner  of  Thames  and  Mill  Streets,  taking  the  same 
from  the  old  Police  Station  on  Ferry  Wharf. 

Many  changes  in  outside  construction  of  lines  have  been  accom- 
plished the  past  year  and  more  are  contemplated  this  year,  having  re- 
placed the  main  springs  in  several  boxes  where  found  needed.  Have 
added  several  new  test  boxes  where  needed.  Installed  box  325  on  the 
Lafayette.  There  is  now  in  circuit  sixty-seven  boxes,  public  and  pri- 
vate, connected  to  51.6  miles  of  copper  wire,  three  mechanical  bell 
strikers,  three  mechanical  whistles,  and  a  number  of  gongs  and  tap- 
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pers  and  indicators,  one  six-circuit  repeater,  three  hundred  and  six 
jars  of  storage  battery,  one  wood  controlling  board  with  necessary 
switches,  etc.  Inspections  of  the  whole  system  have  been  made  as 
near  as  possible  to  the  ordinances  covering  the  same. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Board  of 
Aldermen,  members  of  the  City  Government,  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
the  department  under  his  direction,  and  all  citizens  who  in  any  way 
assisted  the  department  in  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  this  department  I  wish  to  espec- 
ially extend  thanks  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  many  duties 
assigned  them.

CITY  WHARF 

Building  and  Building  Repairs 

In  accordance  with  the  appropriation,  made  by  your  Honorable 
Body,  a  one  story  brick  building,  118  feet  by  48  feet,  has  been  erected 
upon  the  City  Wharf,  to  be  used  as  a  roller  house  and  paint  shop.  In 
connection  with  this  building,  addition  and  repairs  were  made  to  the 
stable  ;  the  building,  formerly  used  as  a  paint  shop,  was  moved  to  the 
south-west  corner  of  the  wharf ;  and  some  old  buildings  and  sheds 
were  torn  down  to  make  room  for  the  new  building. 

The  roller  house  has  been  equipped  with  a  hoist  of  sufficient  cap- 
acity to  handle  roller  parts  when  the  rollers  are  being  repaired,  also 
for  other  purposes.  New  plumbing  has  been  installed,  and  various 
other  repairs  been  made.  As  no  provision  had  been  made  for  heating 
ttie  building,  your  Honorable  Body,  upon  my  solicitation,  made  an 
additional  appropriation,  at  your  special  meeting  held  November  24th, 
by  transferring  Eight  hundred  dollars  from  the  appropriation  for 
Sea  Wall  Repairs. 
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The  new  brick  building  was  erected  by  Mr.  Charles  M.  Sullivan, 
under  contract,  for  the  sum  of  $7,825.00,  he  being  the  lowest  bidder. 
The  contractor  was  also  allowed  the  sum  of  $375.00  for  extra  work  on 
the  stable.  The  contract  for  the  heating  plant  was  awarded  to 
Messrs.  James  J.  Lynch  &  Company,  the  lowest  bidder,  for  the  sum 
of  $673.00.

The  improvements  thus  far  made  have  provided  excellent  quar- 
ters for  the  steam  rollers,  where  they  can  be  cleaned  and  repaired  to 
better  advantage  than  ever  before,  also,  suitable  accommodations  for 
the  painting  of  the  rolling  stock  of  the  department.  However,  to 
complete  the  good  work  which  has  been  started,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  old  office  and  scale  house  be  replaced  with  a  modern  brick 
building.  The  old  dilapidated  sheds  on  the  east,  south  and  west 
sides,  should  be  replaced  with  sheds  built  of  brick,  so  that 'the  many 
carts  and  other  rolling  stock  of  the  department  would  be  properly 
protected  from  the  weather,  and  a  new  substantial  fence,  with  suitable 
gates,  is  needed  on  the  north  side.  With  these  anticipated  improve- 
ments, the  wants  of  the  department,  in  this  respect  would  be  amply 
provided,  for  many  years  to  come. 

City  Yard  Building  Repairs 

Numerous  repairs  were  made  this  year  at  an  expenditure  of 
$481.90.    Appropriation,  $500.00;  Balance,  $18.10.

One  horse  was  purchased  this  year  from  Mr.  Timothy  J.  Sullivan, 
for  $350.00.

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SNOW   REMOVAL 

It  is  thirteen  years  since  this  department  has  been  obliged  to  re- 
move so  much  snow  to  make  the  streets  safe  for  public  travel.  Over 
7,000  cubic  yards  were  removed,  besides  the  clearing  of  gutters, 
crossings,  etc. 

The  expenditure  for  this  purpose   greatly  exceeded  the  original 
appropriation,  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  transfers  in  accounts. 
Appropriation,  $4,000.00  plus  transfers  of  $3,800.00,  total  appropria- 
tion, $7,800.00;  expenditutes,  $7,759.08;  balance,  $40.92.

Accident  at  City  Wharf. 

It  is  with  deepest  regret  that  I  am  obliged  to  report  the  serious 
accident  which  happened  to  one  of  the  department  double  teams,  Sat- 
urday, December  16th. 

Shortly  after  eight  o'clock,  the  team  driven  by  Mr.  Allan  D. 
Weaver,  when  delivering  the  first  load  of  snow  from  Thames  Street, 
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attempted  to  back  up  to  the  edge  of  the  wharf  to  dump  the  load  over- 
board; the  horses,  being  full  of  life  and  action,  put  too  much  exertion 
into  their  backing  with  the  result  of  carrying  the  cart,  horses  and 
driver  into  the  harbor,  all  in  a  confused  mass. 

It  was  fortunate  that  plenty  of  assistance  was  near  at  hand,  in- 
cluding some  Greek  fishermen.  Mr.  Manuel  Christodol,  of  the  sloop 
"Cinchona,"  who  saved  the  life  of  Mr.  Weaver,  received  the  highest 
praise  for  his  pluck  and  courage,  and  both  the  department  and  myself 
extend  to  him  our  sincere  thanks  for  his  noble  act. 

Mr.  Edward  Toomey,  engineer  of  one  of  the  rollers,  together  with 
other  highway  employees,  Mr.  Thomas  A.Hackett,  and  some  unknown 
Greek  fishermen  gave  valuable  assistance  in  saving  the  life  of  one  of 
the  horses.  Unfortunately  the  other  horse,  while  thrashing  in  the 
water,  caught  one  of  his  hoofs  in  the  spoke  of  the. wheel,  consequently 
the  weight  of  the  cart  drew  his  head  under  water,  and  he  was 
drowned. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Sullivan,  with  his  lighter,  was  soon  upon  the  scene,  and 
he  also  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  recovering  the  cart  and  dead 
horse,  which  services  he  kindly  gave  free  gratis.  I  publicly  thanked 
him  for  same. 

Mr.  Weaver,  as  soon  as  recovered  from  the  water,  was  removed 
to  the  yard  office,  and  later  to  his  home.  He  was  rendered  every 
assistance  possible.  Dr.  Sanford  was  called,  and  he  found  that  Mr. 
Weaver  received  a  severe  cut  on  the  head,  also  injuries  to  the  right 
shoulder,  side  and  limb,  and  in  addition  was  suffering  from  the  shock 
of  coming  in  contact  with  the  icy  waters  of  the  harbor.  He  is  recov- 
ering slowly,  and  will  no  doubt  be  about  again  in  a  short  time. 

Settling  Tank. 

The  Settling  Tank,  located  on  Briggs  Wharf,  was  cleaned  this 
year  at  an  expense  of  $456. 14. 

Appropriation,  $600.00;    Balance,  $144.86. 

STREET  CLEANING* 

The  cleaning  of  streets,  other  than  the  permanent  pavements, 
was  commenced  on  the  Third  day  of  April  and  continued  until  the 
Eighth  day  of  November,  when  the  appropriation  was  about  exhausted. 
Owing  to  the  heavy  snowfalls,  which  lessened  the  cost  of  street 
cleaning,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  was  transferred  from  Street 
Cleaning  to  the  appropriation  for  Snow  Removal.  Eight  hundred 
dollars  was  also  transferred  to  the  appropriation  for  Second  Ward 
Sewage  System. 

The  street  cleaning  force  is  divided  into  Five  sections;  Two  of 
which  cover  the  city  proper;  Two  cover  the  suburban  districts,  in- 
cluding the  mowing  of  grass,  weeding,  etc. ;  and  One  covers  Bellevue 
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Avenue  twice,  daily.  Permanent  men  are  employed  upon  the  pave- 
ments of  Thames  Street,  Spring  Street,  Broadway,  Washington 
Square  and  Long  Wharf,  throughout  the  year.  Total  loads  of  mate- 
rial removed  this  year  was  13,051. 

A  Scrubber  with  one  rubber  and  one  fibre  broom  was  purchased 
this  year  of  Harold  L.  Bond  Company.  This  machine  makes  an  excel- 
lent addition  for  cleaning  the  permanent  pavements.  It  is  used  on 
Thames  Street,  early  every  morning,  between  the  hours  of  four  and 
six  o'clock. 

From  .our  card  index  system,  we  submit  the  following  table, 
showing  the  amount  of  work  performed  by  the  Street  Cleaning  Force 
of  the  department,  viz:—

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  City  Refuse  is  collected  under  contract  with  Messrs.  Neffer 
and  Hattub,  and  again  this  year,  they  have  performed  the  work  in 
their  usual  careful  and  efficient  manner,  the  very  few  complaints  made 
being  promptly  adjusted.  As  this  contract  for  the  collection  of  City 
Refuse  expires  upon  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1918,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  some  action  be  taken  by  your  Honorable  Body,  authorizing 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  advertise  for  bids,  and  to  award  a  new  con- 
tract to  take  effect  upon  the  expiration  of  the  old  contract. 

Two  men  are  employed  at  the  dumps  to  dispose  of  the  material 
as  it  is  received.  This  department  is  now  provided  with  dumping 
grounds  for  many  years  to  come.

Cleaning  Main  Sewers. 

The  cleaning  and  flushing  of  our  Sewage  System  is  performed  by 
four  competent  men,  who  are  employed  throughout  the  year.  We 
have  now  about  fifty-one  miles  of  sewers,  which  were  cleaned  this 
year  at  an  expense  of  $2,332.58.    Average  cost  per  mile,  $45.93. 

During  the  fiscal  year  this  department  has  inspected  113  individual 
sewer  connections. 

STREET  SPRINKLING. 

Watering. 

The  watering  of  streets  commenced  on  the  twentieth  day  of  April 
and  continued  until  the  twelfth  day  of  November.  Total  cost  of 
watering  this  year  was  $9,971.47,  or  about  $284.61  per  mile  for  the 
season.    Thirty-five  miles  were  watered  at  least  twice  daily. 

The  following  statistics  will  give  you  the  amount  of  work  per- 
formed by  each  cart,  viz:— 
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APPLYING  DUSTOLINE 

The  roadbeds  of  certain  streets  were  treated  with  Dustoline  this 
year.  Said  material  is  a  dust-layer  of  true  merit,  and  has  given  ex- 
cellent satisfaction  to  this  department  for  many  years. 

During  the  past  season,  we  have  treated  thirty-three  miles  of 
roadbed  of  an  average  width  of  twenty  feet,  at  an  average  cost  of 
$150.21  per  mile.  The  total  cost  of  applying  Dustoline  this  past  sea- 
son was  $4,956.86.  Seven  tank  cars  were  purchased,  containing 
43,997  gallons.  The  Dustoline  for  Roads  Company  sent  us  a  check  for 
$109.99,  the  same  being  %  cent  allowance  per  gallon,  in  accordance 
with  their  contract  agreement.  The  same  was  deposited  with  the 
City  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  for  Street  Sprink- 
ling. 

We  purchased,  this  year,  one  set  of  oiling  attachments,  which 
was  furnished  and  installed  to  one  of  the  carts  by  the  Studebaker 
Corporation  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  With  this 
attachment,  the  dust-layer  is  evenly  and  forcibly  applied  to  the  road- 
beds. 

CRUSHED  STONE 

Again  this  year,  the  contract  for  furnishing  crushed  stone  to  the 
department  was  awarded  to  Mr.  James  J.  Dugan,  the  lowest  bidder, 
at  the  rate  of  $1.09  per  ton,  delivered.  Regarding  this  contract  will 
say,  the  department  has  been  hampered  and  put  to  considerable  incon- 
venience during  the  entire  season  by  the  delay  of  deliveries  of  stone, 
which  of  course  necessitated  the  steam  rollers  to  remain  idle,  thereby 
increasing  the  cost  of  every  piece  of  roadbed  construction.  The 
department  should  be  protected  in  some  way  to  avoid  the  repetition 
another  year  of  the  very  trying  situations  experienced  during  the  past 
season.  I  hope  that  some  action  will  be  taken  by  your  Honorable 
Body  to  compel  the  contractor  to  provide  any  size  stone  and  in  such 
quantities  as  the  Street  Commissioner  may  require,  from  time  to  time, 
so  that  every  piece  of  road  construction  will  be  completed  without  any 
unnecessary  delay  or  increased  expense. 

Another  way  out  of  the  difficulty  would  be  for  the  department  to 
maintain  its  own  quarry  and  crusher  plant.  The  city  now  owns  an 
excellent  quarry  site,  situated  on  the  Richmond  lot,  and  by  purchasing 
the  adjoining  property,  the  department  would  be  provided  with  ample 
stone  for  many  years  to  come.

STEAM  ROAD  ROLLERS 

Street  work  commenced  on  the  6th  day  of  April  and  continued 
until  the  6th  day  of  December,  when  the  steam  rollers  went  into  their 
new  winter  quarters.  A  set  of  four  wheels  for  Roller  No.  2  was  pur- 
chased this  year  of  the  Buffalo  Steam  Roller  Company,  for  $1,100.00. 

ASPHALT  HEATERS 

This  year,  instead  of  heating  the  asphalt  on  the  work,  I  had  all 
the  heaters  installed  upon  an  elevated  platform  at  the  City  Yard, 
which  eliminated  the  nuisance  of  smoke  and  gases  on  the  streets, 
where  the  roadbeds  were  being  built.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
purchase  of  the  Pillsbury  Asphalt  Distributor. 

The  asphalt  heaters,  which  are  subjected  to  terrific  heat,  are  all 
burnt  out  and  will  have  to  be  renewed  before  another  season.  I 
recommend  that  two  Five-hundred  gallon  Asphalt  Heaters  of  the 
latest  type  be  purchased,  and  that  these  heaters  be  installed  upon  a 
fireproof  elevated  platform  at  the  City  Yard.  The  platform  used  this 
year  was  of  a  crude  form,  and  we  were  very  fortunate  that  the  whole 
structure  did  not  burn  up. 

PILLSBURY  ASPHALT  DISTRIBUTOR 

The  above  mentioned  Asphalt  Distributor  is  one  of  the  best  in- 
vestments ever  made  by  the  city.    It  far  exceeds  the  old  method  of 
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applying  asphalt  by  hand.  This  distributor  applies  the  asphalt  evenly, 
and  forces  the  material  into  the  crushed  stone;  a  load,  containing 
about  five  hundred  gallons  of  asphalt  can  be  applied  in  a  very  few 
minutes.  The  distributor,  fully  equipped,  with  asbestos  covering  and 
brass  nozzels,  was  purchased  of  the  Charles  Hvass  Company,  the 
lowest  bidder,  for  the  sum  of  $865. 
Appropriation,  $900;  Balance,  $35. 


ASPHALT  MACADAM  ROAD  CONSTRUCTION 

(Two  Coat  Work) 

Annandale  Road 

That  part  of  Annandale  Road,  between  Merton  Road  and  Bath 
Road,  has  been  improved  with  an  asphalt  macadam  roadbed.  This 
road  has  now  an  excellent  roadbed  for  its  entire  length. 

Appropriation,  $800;  Expenditure,  $794.82;  Balance,  $5.18. 

Bath  Road 

An  asphalt  macadam  roadbed  was  laid  on  this  street  from  Bellevue 
Avenue  to  Cliff  Avenue.  Bath  Road  was  in  a  wretched  condition,  and 
the  laying  of  the  new  roadbed  greatly  improves  this  main  artery  to 
the  beach.  The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  paid  for  the  cost 
of  roadbed  between  the  rails  and  eighteen  inches  outside,  as  per 
measurement  of  the  City  Engineer. 

Appropriation,  $6,300,  plus  amount  received  from  railway  com- 
pany, $3,413.17,  making  a  total  of  $9,713.17;  less  transferred  to  ap- 
propriation for  Second  Street  Asphalt  Macadam  $700,  leaving  net 
appropriation,  $9,013.17;  Expenditure,  $5,941.70;  Balance,  $3,071.47. 

Bull  Street 

The  roadbed  of  Bull  Street,  from  Central  Street  to  Kay  Street, 
has  received  a  new  coat  of  asphalt  macadam,  which  completes  the 
street. 

Appropriation,  $1,300;  Expenditure,  $1,282.44;  Balance,  $17.56. 

Bowery  Street 

The  laying  of  the  asphalt  macadam  roadbed  on  Bowery  Street  was 
an  improvement  much  needed.  The  crown  of  the  road  was  cut  down, 
and  considerable  material  removed. 

Appropriation,  $2,300;  Expenditure,  $1,942.63;  Balance,  $357.37. 
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Harrison  Avenue,  Chastellux  Avenue-west 

In  connection  with  the  laying  of  the  asphalt  macadam  on  this 
avenue,  changes  in  grade  were  made  in  accordance  with  survey  made 
by  the  City  Engineer.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Stuart  Duncan 
and  Mrs.  Alexander  S.  Clark,  who  eliminated  the  dangerous  conditions 
existing  at  the  turn  of  the  avenue  between  their  estates,  the  drive 
was  made  much  more  safe  for  public  travel.  However,  it  is  under- 
stood in  both  instances,  that  the  land  so  used  by  the  city  is  not  dedi- 
cated for  the  purpose  of  a  public  highway,  nor  is  the  title  and  owner- 
ship thereof  in  any  way  effected  by  the  change  in  the  road.  They 
simply  permit  the  Street  Commissioner  and  City  Engineer  to  use  it 
for  the  purpose  of  locating  the  new  line,  and  they  do  not  waive  their 
rights  to  reclaim  the  land  at  any  future  time.  Both  Mr.  Duncan  and 
Mrs.  Clark  assumed  considerable  expense  in  making  this  improvement 
possible,  and  their  co-operation  is  highly  appreciated  by  this  depart- 
ment. 

Owing  to  the  pressure  of  public  travel,  it  being  August,  the  height 
of  the  summer  season,  the  department  decided  to  defer  the  work  until 
later  in  the  season,  but  the  same  old  story  of  delay  in  deliveries  of 
stone  to  the  other  jobs  prolonged  them  so  late  in  the  year  that  it  was 
impossible,  because  of  weather  conditions,  to  continue  the  laying  of 
the  roadbed.  However,  I  earnestly  hope  that  the  improvement  of 
this  avenue  will  be  resumed  next  year. 

Appropriation,  $10,000;  less  transfer  to  appropriation  of  Snow  Re- 
moval, $800;  net  appropriation,  $9,200;  Expenditure,  $8,744.41;  Bal- 
ance, $455.59. 

Second  Street,  Marsh  to  Battery  Street 

When  the  estimate  for  laying  an  asphalt  macadam  roadbed  on 
Second  Street  was  submitted,  it  comprised  that  part  of  the  roadbed 
from  Bridge  Street  to  Battery  Street,  but,  in  some  unaccountable 
way,  the  roadbed,  between  Bridge  Street  and  Marsh  Street,  was 
added  without  providing  the  necessary  funds  to  perform  the  work. 
This,  together  with  the  facts  that  a  heavier  coat  of  stone  was  neces- 
sary for  the  roadbed  between  Bridge  Street  and  Walnut  Street,  owing 
to  conditions  discovered  in  excavating,  and  rollers  laying  idle  on  the 
work  because  of  delayed  deliveries  of  crushed  stone,  made  the  cost  of 
the  work  exceed  the  appropriation.  However,  upon  my  solicitation, 
your  Honorable  Body,  at  the  special  meeting  held  November  24th, 
kindly  made  the  needed  transfer  in  accounts  to  cover  the  deficiency. 

Appropriation,  $3,200,  plus  transfer  from  Bath  Road  Asphalt 
Macadam,  $700,  net  appropriation,  $3,900;  Expenditure,  $3,896.38; 
Balance,  $3.62. 
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Touro  Street 

Touro  Street,  from  School  Street  to  Kay  Street,  has  received  an 
asphalt  macadam  roadbed,  which  completes  the  road  from  Kay  Street 
to  Spring  Street. 

Part  of  the  expense  of  building  this  roadbed  was  paid  from  the 
Touro  Street  Fund. 

Appropriation,  $1,200;  plus  amount  received  from  Touro  Street 
Fund,  $327.71,  making  total  appropriation,  $1,527.71;  Expenditure, 
$1,519.86;  Balance,  $7.85. 

Young  Street 

An  asphalt  macadam  roadbed,  laid  on  this  street,  makes  a  good 
road  from  Thames  to  Spring  Street. 

Appropriation,  $850;  Expenditure,  $837.16;  Balance,  $12.84. 

Harrison  Avenue,  Golf  Club-north 

An  asphalt  macadam  roadbed  was  laid  on  this  part  of  Harrison 
Avenue,  from  the  main  gate  of  the  Golf  Club  for  a  distance  of  1,260 
feet  north.    I  recommend  that  the  work  be  continued  next  year. 

Appropriation,  $3,000;  Expenditure,  $2,658.80;  Balance,  $341.20 

Special  Resolution 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution,  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body, 
February  28th,  1916,  authorizing  and  directing  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner to  use  asphalt  in  the  construction  on  macadam,  re-macadam 
and  re-surfacing  of  roadbeds  in  so  far  as  his  judgement  may  deem  it 
advisable,  will  say  that  I  have  laid  asphalt  macadam  roadbeds  in  the 
following  streets,  viz:

ASPHALT  MACADAM 

(One  Coat  Work) 

The  old  worn-out  tarvia  roadbed  on  this  avenue,  from  Bellevue 
Avenue  to  Ruggles  Avenue,  was  replaced  with  asphalt  macadam,  and 
the  road  is  now  in  an  excellent  condition,  which  should  divert  consid- 
erable of  the  heavy  traffic  from  Bellevue  Avenue. 

Appropriation,  $6,000.00;  expenditure,  $5,186.40;  balance,  $813.60. 
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ASPHALT  TOP  FINISH 

The  roadbed  of  Annandale  Road,  from  Narragansett  Avenue  to 
Merton  Road,  received  an  asphalt  top  finish.  Owing  to  the  delay  in 
completing  other  road  construction,  it  was  found  impossible  to  top 
coat  Levin  Street  this  year. 

Appropriation,  $1,200.00;  expenditure,  $981.87;  balance,  $218.13. 


STREET  REPAIRS  WITH  TARVIA  COLD  PATCH 

The  department  performed  some  excellent  work  this  year  with  a 
material  called  Tarvia  Cold  Patch.  Both  asphalt  and  water  bound 
macadam  roadbeds  can  be  repaired  with  this  material  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner.  The  small  five  ton  roller  and  a  few  men  were  em- 
ployed nearly  the  whole  season  on  this  class  of  work,  and  the  follow- 
ing is  a  list  of  the  streets  so  repaired,  viz:

THAMES  STREET  WIDENING 

Thames  Street  at  Carroll  Avenue  was  widened  this  year  by  the 
purchase  of  a  strip  of  land  from  the  Noah  Thompson  estate.  This 
improvement  will  make  conditions  at  this  point  much  safer  for  public 
travel.  As  the  amount  appropriated,  $1,100.00,  only  provided  for  the 
purchase  of  the  land,  the  cost  of  making  the  necessary  changes  in  the 
roadbed,  curb  and  sidewalk  was  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  Street 
Repairs.    This  amounted  to  $670.21.

WASHINGTON  SQUARE  WOOD  BLOCK  PAVEMENT 

A  Wood  Block  Pavement  was  laid  on  Washington  Square,  from 
the  crossing  at  the  Army  and  Navy  Y.  M.  C.  A.  to  Thames  Street, 
and  up  Touro  Street  to  the  entrance  of  the  Opera  House. 

This  pavement  was  laid  under  contract  by  Simpson  Brothers  Cor- 
poration, at  $2.65  per  square  yard  for  wooden  blocks,  $1.02  per  square 
yard  for  the  Hassam  Foundation,  and  80  cents  per  square  yard  for 
Headers,  the  city  to  furnish  the  granite  culls  for  said  headers. 

In  addition  to  laying  the  pavement,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
repair  the  crossings  at  Meeting  Street,  Charles  Street  and  Duke 
Street. 

I  placed  an  inspector  upon  the  work  to  see  that  the  contractor 
fulfilled  the  requirements  of  the  contract.

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With  the  completion  of  this  piece  of  pavement,  the  citizens  enjoy 
a  good  roadbed  from  the  One  Mile  Corner  to  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Alex- 
ander Clark  on  Harrison  Avenue. 

I  am  quite  confident  that  the  people  of  the  city  appreciate  the 
good  qualities  of  this  pavement,  and  I  cheerfully  recommend  that 
Marlborough  Street,  from  Broadway  to  the  Passenger  Depot,  be 
paved  with  Wooden  Blocks,  which  will  greatly  improve  existing  con- 
ditions, and  divert  considerable  of  the  traffic  from  Thames  Street  and 
Washington  Square. 

SECOND  WARD  SEWAGE  SYSTEM 

Owing  to  the  heavy  rains  of  last  spring  and  the  increased  indi- 
vidual connections  made  with  this  sewage  system,  it  was  found  that 
the  amount  originally  appropriated  was  insufficient  to  cover  the  opera- 
tion of  same.  Your  Honorable  Body,  therefore,  made  the  necessary 
transfer  in  accounts  to  cover  the  extra  cost.  Repairs  were  made, 
amounting  to  $87.00.  This  system  has  been  in  operation  for  five 
years,  and  has  performed  the  work  very  satisfactorily  and  economi- 
cally. Eighty-seven  connections  have  been  made  to  this  system  to 
date.  During  the  year,  the  cost  of  electric  power  was  $1,459  90, 
which  was  $878.58  more  than  last  year.  Chief  Foreman  Burdick  visits 
the  plant  daily  to  inspect  the  pumps,  etc. 

Appropriation,  $1,000.00,  plus  transfer  from  street  cleaning  ap- 
propriation, $800.00,  making  the  total  appropriation,  $1,800.00;  ex- 
penditure, $1,597.90;  balance,  $252.10. 

BELLEVUE  AVENUE  ASPHALT  MACADAM  REPAIRS 

About  everybody  remembers  the  severe  weather  conditions,  which 
were  experienced  last  spring,  and  which  ruined  a  number  of  the  road- 
beds of  the  city.  One  of  the  roadbeds  badly  damaged  was  Bellevue 
Avenue.  Considerable  work  had  to  be  performed  to  put  this  roadbed 
in  good  condition,  which  was  not  anticipated  by  the  department  when 
the  appropriations  were  made.  That  part  of  the  roadbed  from  Bow- 
ery Street  to  Perry  Street  was  reconstructed.  The  total  cost  of  the 
work  was  $2,608.91,  which  was  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  Street 
Repairs. 

CONCRETE  WALLS 

Improvements,  much  needed,  have  been  made  in  the  building  of 
the  following  retaining  walls,  viz: 

Cherry  Street,  ,at  Fourth  Street,  30  ft.  x  8  ft.  x  1  f t.  6  in. 
La  Salle  Place,  at  Fourth  Street,  27  ft.  x  7  ft.  x  1  ft  6  in. 
Maitland  Court,  at  Fourth  Street,  27  ft  x  7  ft.  x  1  f t.  6  in. 
Sunshine  Court,  at  Fourth  Street,  22  ft.  x  8  ft  x  1  ft  6  in. 
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TRAINING  STATION  ROAD  IMPROVEMENT. 

Training  Station  Road  has  been  improved  this  year  by  laying  a 
granite  curb  and  granolithic  sidewalk  on  the  south  side,  and  laying  an 
asphalt  macadam  roadbed,  from  the  said  curb  to  the  south  rail  of  rail- 
way company.  The  Providence  Street  Railway  Company  reimbursed 
the  city  for  that  part  of  the  roadbed  eighteen  inches  outside  of  the 
south  rail.

A  granolithic  sidewalk  was  also  laid  on  the  west  side  of  this  street 
at  an  expense  of  $6^1.99,  which  was  paid  from  the  appropriation  for 
granolithic  sidewalks.

Van  Zandt  Avenue,  from  Second  Street  to  the  Water  Front,  was 
improved  by  the  laying  of  a  granite  curb  on  the  south  side,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $822.56;  appropriation,  $825.00;  balance,  $2.44. 

Gardiner  Street 

A  granite  curb  was  laid  on  the  south  side  of  Gardiner  Street,  at 
an  expense  of  $773.16;  appropriotion,  $800.00;  balance,  $26.84. 

Princeton  Street 

The  roadbed  of  Princeton  Street  was  turnpiked  this  year,  and  im- 
proved with  the  material  from  Washington  Square.  Appropriation, 
$300.00;  expenditure,  $125.61;  balance,  $74.39.

Elliott  Place 

This  street  was  graded,  curbed  and  macadamized  this  year,  at  an 
expense  of  $2,308.96;  appropriation,  $2,700.00;  balance,  $205.04. 

Thurston  Avenue 

The  roadbed  of  Thurston  Avenue  was  re-macadamized  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $608.62;  appropriation,  $1,300.00;  balance,  $691.38. 

At  the  time  the  estimate  was  made  for  this  improvement,  it  was 
anticipated  that  much  more  stone  would  be  needed  to  perform  the 
work. 

Heath  Street 

Granite  curb  was  laid  on  both  sides  of  Heath  Street,  from  Kings- 
ton Avenue  to  Pond  Avenue,  at  an  expense  of  $1,455.18;  appropriation, 
$1,600.00;  balance,  $144.82. 

Clinton  Avenue 

Clinton  Avenue  was  improved  by  the  laying  of  a  granite  curb  on 
the  south  side,  at  an  expense  of  $1,726.02;  appropriation,  $1,600.00; 
balance,  $23.98. 

Marin  Street 

A  granite  curb  was  laid  on  the  west  side  and  on  the  east  side  of 
Marin  Street  for  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  feet  from  Kay 
Street.  Appropriation,  $1,000.00;  expenditure,  $979.69;  balance,  $20.31 

Sylvan  Street 

Sylvan  Street  was  improved  by  the  laying  of  a  granite  curb  on 
the  West  side  for  a  distance  of  about  245  feet  from  Berkeley  Avenue, 
at  an  expense  of  $576.32;  appropriation,  $625.00;  balance,  $48.68. 

Harrington  Street 

Harrington  Street  was  graded,  curbed  and  macadamized  at  an 
expense  of  $890.48;  appropriation,  $1,100.00;  balance,  $209.52. 

As  the  roadbed  of  Harrington  Street  was  in  a  fairly  good  condi- 
tion, we  saved  in  the  cost  of  macadamizing  the  street. 

Atlantic  Street 

A  granite  curb  was  laid  on  both  sides  of  Atlantic  Street,  from 
Marchant  Street  to  Carroll  Avenue.

Carroll  Avenue,  from  Thames  Street  to  Harrison  Avenue,  was 
improved  by  laying  a  granite  curb  on  the  west  side.

The  repairs  to  the  granolithic  sidewalks  cost  $174.76,  and  this 
amount  was  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  Street  Repairs. 

MARKET  SQUARE  IMPROVEMENT 

Market  Square  was  improved  by  laying  new  granite  curb  and 
granolithic  sidewalks  on  both  sides,  making  parkway  at  the  Old  Police 
Station  site,  repairing  and  relocating  fountain,  and  building  new 
asphalt  macadam  roadbed. 

The  granolithic  sidewalks  were  laid  under  contract  with  Charles 
M.  Sulliuan  for  ninety- four  cents  per  square  yard. 

In  my  opinion,  this  is  one  of  the  best  improvements  ever  made  in 
the  city. 

The   Jamestown    Ferry    Corporation  contracted  with  Mr.  J.    K. 

Sullivan  to  make  the  improvements  to  their  part  of  the  square,  and 

the  work  was  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  this  department.     Mr. 

Sullivan  paid  the  men  direct ;    and  this  department,  for  the  use  of  the 

roller.

GRANOLITHIC  SIDEWALKS 

In  accordance  with  the  appropriation,  granolithic  sidewalks  were 
laid  in  the  several  wards  of  the  city.  The  excavation  and  filling  were 
performed  by  the  employes  of  the  department,  and  the  granolithic 
was  laid  under  contract  with  J.  P.  Sullivan  &  Sons  at  eighty-six  cents 
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per  square  yard.  We  laid,  this  year,  under  this  appropriation,  7,343 
square  yards  of  sidewalks  of  a  total  length  of  2. 16  miles. 

Considerable  more  sidewalks  were  laid  in  the  Third  ward  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  sidewalks  of  Kay  Street,  Bellevue  Avenue  and  Divi- 
sion Street  were  the  replacing  of  flagstone,  asphalt  and  brick.  Only 
the  top  was  removed ;  no  excavation  or  filling  was  needed,  which 
made  quite  a  net  saving  in  the  cost  of  construction. 

Fillmore  Street  sidewalk  was  also  filled  with  a  lot  of  rubble  from 
the  city  yard.

55,97,  Van  Zandt  Avenue,  New- 
port, I  beg  to  advise  as  follows:  I  cannot  see  much  change  since  iast 
inspection  excepting  the  floor  on  the  *  'Roadway"  part  of  the  bridge  is 
not  in  as  good  condition,  the  painting  was  finished  since  last  inspec- 
tion but  they  did  not  clean  the  rust  off  as  they  should  before  painting 
and  there  are  more  or  less  patches  of  rust  that  you  can  knock  off  with 
a  hammer.  When  this  is  painted  again  the  steel  work  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned.  The  top  of  the  I  beams  over  the  track  are  some- 
what eaten  by  gas  from  the  engine  and  one  support  on  I  beam  at  the 
end  some- what  corroded.  The  bed  plates  and  rollers  are  O.  K. ,  also 
no  loose  rivets.  I  should  call  the  bridge  with  the  exception  of  the 
floor  O.  K.  for  the  next  six  months."

Gentlemen:— The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1916. 

ORGANIZATION    ■ 

The  Board  organized  January  14th,  1916,  electing  Dr.  Rufus  E. 
Darrah  President  and  Dr.  George  D.  Ramsay  Secretary.  March  10th, 
1916,  Mr.  Frank  M.  Greenlaw  was  elected  President  and  on  December 
8th,  Dr.  Philip  E.  Clark  was  elected  Secretary  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  Fifteen  regular  and  eleven  special  meetings  have  been 
held  during  the  year. 

With  deepest  regret,  we  have  to  record  the  loss  by  death,  during 
the  year,  of  two  members  and  officers  of  this  Board,  Dr.  Rufus  E. 
Darrah  and  Dr.  George  D.  Ramsay. 

Dr.  Darrah  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  since  1901,  and  its 
President  almost  continuously  since  1902.  His  wide  experience  in 
Public  Health  work  and  his  aggressiveness  in  fighting  disease  gave  him 
unusual  qualifications  for  the  responsibilities  which  he  so  ably  dis- 
charged. Dr.  Ramsay  had  been  a  member  of  this  Board  continuously 
since  1905,  and  its  Secretary  since  1914.  His  marked  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Board  was  shown  by  the  unfailing  regularity  of  his  atten- 
dance, and  promptness  of  execution  of  his  official  duties.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  Board  have  elsewhere  recorded  their  sense  of  loss  in  the 
death  of  these  officials. 

DEATHS 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year,  including  those  of  non-res- 
idents at  the  Newport  Hospital,  Fort  Adams  and  the  Naval  Hospital, 
is  414. 

The  estimated  permanent  population  for  the  year  is  30,419.  The 
increase  for  the  four  months  of  the  summer  season  is  conservatively 
estimated  at  5000.  This  gives  an  average  population  for  the  year  of 
32,086;  based  on  this  average  the  death  rate  for  1916  is  12.90,  in  each 
1000  of  the  population.

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

Typhoid  Fever 

The  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  annually  occurring  in  any  city  is 
a  valuable  index  to  the  sanitary  conditions  in  that  city.  The  record  of 
Newport  in  this  respect  is  strong  evidence  of  the  excellent  conditions 
which  prevail  here.  During  the  year  only  ten  cases  were  reported, 
three  of  which  were  imported.  As  recently  as  1900,  125  cases  were 
reported.  This  striking  contrast  is  due  to  the  presenc  high  quality  of 
the  city  water  supply,  the  installation  of  modern  toilets  to  replace 
privy  vaults  throughout  the  city,  the  systematic  inspection  of  milk 
and  provisions,  and  the  increasing  use  of  typhoid  vaccine,  which  is 
supplied  by  the  Board  without  cost  to  its  citizens.  Further  progress 
is  still  possible  however,  by  requiring  blood  examinations  to  be  made 
of  all  employees  in  manufacturing  establishments,  stores  or  restau- 
rants, who  are  engaged  in  the  preparation,  handling  or  serving  of 
foods.    Many  cities  have  ordinances  making  such  tests  compulsory. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

The  Board  desires  to  give  full  recognition  to  the  work  done  by  the 
Newport  Hospital  through  its  visiting  nurse,  in  instructing  and  caring 
for  those  suffering  from  this  disease,  and  by  the  Newport  Association 
for  the  Relief  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  The  Board  of  Health 
would  be  remiss  in  its  duty,  however,  if  it  failed  to  emphasize  the 
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fact  that  we  are  making  little  or  no  real  progress  in  the  control  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  following  table  shows  clearly  the 'situa- 
tion as  it  exists  today:—

Experience  has  shown  that  chronic  and  advanced  cases  must  be 
cared  for  in  Hospitals  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  centers  of  in- 
fection.    The  need  for  such  care  is  again  brought  to  your  attention. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis)  % 

Thirteen  cases  were  reported  in  this  city  between  the  dates  of 
July  28th  and  August  29th,  with  three  deaths.  Although  this  disease 
is  not  included  in  the  contract  between  the  city  and  the  Newport 
Hospital  for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases,  the  Hospital  very  will- 
ingly undertook  the  care  of  children  who  contracted  poliomyelitis. 
The  segregation  thus  effected,  together  with  the  strict  quarantine 
imposed  by  this  Board  upon  houses  where  cases  originated  and  upon 
all  children  coming  from  infected  districts,  resulted  in  the  prompt 
suppression  of  this  disease.  The  procedure  adopted  was  as  follows: 
The  office  being  notified  daily  by  the  Federal  and  State  Inspectors,  of 
the  arrival  in  Newport  of  all  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age, 
from  any  district  in  which  Infantile  Paralysis  was  prevalent,  the 
premises  were  at  once  placarded  with  a  quarantine  sign  for  a  two- 
week  period.  The  names  and  addresses  of  these  arrivals  were  re- 
ported to  the  physician  of  the  Board  and  the  children  kept  under  ob- 
servation for  this  two-week  period,  in  order  to  detect  any  evidence  of 
illness  that  might  develop.  In  actual  cases  occurring  in  this  city,  a 
four-weeks'  period  of  quarantine  was  enforced.  The  Supervisor  of 
Playgrounds  was  asked  to  have  all  teachers  keep  a  sharp  lookout  and 
report  immediately  to  the  Health  Department  any  signs  of  illness 
among  the  children  under  their  charge.  During  the  months  of  Au- 
gust and  September  465  health  certificates  were  issued  by  the  Office 
to  children  travelling,  certifying  that  no  case  of  infantile  paralysis 
existed  on  the  premises  or  in  the  vicinity  in  which  they  resided.  As  a 
further  prevention,  upon  recommendation  from  this  Board,  the  public 
school  committee  postponed  the  opening  of  the  schools  for  two  weeks. 
Through  the  co-operation  of  His  Excellency,  Governor  R.  Livingston 
Beeckman,  a  visiting  nurse  was  employed  for  several  weeks  in  a  dis- 
trict where  several  cases  had  developed.  This  work  was  continued  as 
long  as  it  was  felt  that  there  would  be  no  further  danger  of  the 
spread  of  the  disease. 
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This  Board  hereby  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  of  this  assist- 
ance. '  In  recommending  the  renewal  of  the  contract  with  the  New- 
port Hospital  for  the  care  of  contagious  cases,  the  Board  of  Health 
advises  that  provisions  be  made  for  the  care  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis, 
as  well  as  for  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Twenty-three  cases  have  been  reported  within  the  year  with  no 
deaths.  The  comparative  table  given  below  shows  clearly  the  progress 
which  is  being  made  in  the  control  of  this  disease,  largely  through  the 
efficient  daily  medical  inspection  carried  on  in  the  schools:

Diphtheria 

A  total  of  106  cases  have  been  reported;  31  carriers  have  been 
found  and  isolated  during  the  year.  Of  the  cases  reported  3  were 
brought  to  the  Newport  Hospital,  from  Middle  town,  for  treatment. 
There  were  six  deaths  all  of  which  occurred  prior  to  July  28th. 

While  this  disease  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  the 
large  number  of  cases  is  due  to  an  outbreak  of  cases  of  a  mild  type  of 
Diphtheria  in  the  schools  of  the  southern  part  of  the  city,  during  the 
months  of  October  and  November.  The  presence  in  the  schools  of  a 
number  of  carriers  and  *missed  cases  was  undoubtedly  responsible 
for  the  spread  of  the  infection.  It  is  noteworthy  that  for  a  consider- 
able number  of  years,  as  shown  by  the  table,  there  has  been  a  marked 
recurrence  of  Diphtheria  at  intervals  of  approximately  four  years. 
The  "periodicity"  is  well  presented  in  the  chart  which  shows  graphi- 
cally the  fluctuations  in  the  number  of  cases  reported  annually  since 
1903.     No  deaths  occurred  as  the  result  of  this  recent  outbreak.

TRANSPORTATION  OF  CONTAGIOUS  CASES 

Under  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose  an  ordinary  cab  is  re- 
served exclusively  for  the  removal  to  the  Hospital  of  cases  of  Diph- 
theria and  Scarlet  fever.  This  method  envolves  much  hardship  and 
even  grave  risk  to  some  cases.  This  Board  therefore  recommends 
that  provision  be  made  by  which  ambulance  service  can  be  provided 
whenever  needed. 

MEASLES 

Following  an  epidemic  of  Measles  at  the  Naval  Training  Station 
in  the  spring,  a  number  of  cases  developed  in  this  city.  The  total 
number  reported  is  207  with  1  death.  Isolation  of  the  patient,  to  be 
of  value  in  preventing  the  spread  of  this  disease,  must  be  effected 
during  the  catarrhal  stage.  Early  diagnosis  and  prompt  reporting  of 
all  cases,  are  therefore  of  the  greatest  importance. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK 

.  Beginning  in  1902  this  Board  had  the  service  of  a  local  physician 
to  make  routine  examination  of  the  throat  cultures  for  Diphtheria, 
and  sputum  examinations  for  Tuberculosis.  Widal  tests  for  Typhoid 
have  also  been  made  when  requested.  The  steady  increase  of  the 
number  of  these  examinations  made  it  impossible  for  the  bacteriolo- 
gist, Dr.  William  A.  Sherman,  to  continue  this  work.  At  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Representative  Council  held  on  June  5th,  authority  was 
granted  this  Board  to  employ  a  bacteriologist  as  well  as  a  physician  to 
the  Board  of  Health,  the  combined  appropriation  for  this  work  being 
divided  between  the  appointees.  Dr.  William  A.  Sherman  was  con- 
tinued as  Physician  to  the  Board  and  Albert  W.  Sweet  Ph.  D.  was 
appointed  Bacteriologist.  On  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Sweet,  Novem- 
ber 10th,  temporary  arrangements  were  made  by  which  the  Newport 
Hospital  made  these  examinations  for  a  short  time,  as  an  accommo- 
dation to  the  city.  The  increasing  reliance  of  physicians  upon  bacte- 
riological diagnosis,  demands  the  service  of  a  specialist  who  has  had 
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advanced  laboratory  training  and  experience  in  the  diagnosis  of  com. 
municable  diseases,  and  who  can  give  full  time  to  that  work.  An  in- 
creased compensation  must  be  offered  to  attract  a  capable  and  experi- 
enced worker.  After  a  careful  canvass  of  available  bacteriologists, 
Miss  Caroline  S.  Weed,  who  has  been  employed  in  the  New  York 
State  Research  Laboratory  and  taken  a  regular  course  of  Bacteriology 
at  Harvard,  a  supplementary  course  in  the  diagnostic  work  in  tuber- 
culosis and  diphtheria,  as  well  as  Wasserman  reaction  and  pathologi- 
cal work  was  appointed.  It  is  recommended  that  the  appropriation 
for  this  work  be  twelve  hundred  dollars  during  the  coming  year. 

The  work  of  the  Medical  Inspectors  in  the  schools,  the  examination 
and  treatment  of  the  teeth  of  school  children,  the  examination  of  the 
eyesight  and  hearing,  the  work  of  the  School  Nurse  together  with 
that  of  the  Milk  Inspector,  the  Inspector  of  Food  Products  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  has  been  carried  on  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of 
the  Board.  The  appended  tables  show  the  work  of  these  different 
divisions. 

SPECIAL  ITEMS 

In  the  early  summer,  samples  of  the  ice  which  was  being  supplied 
by  the  various  dealers  in  this  city  for  family  use,  were  sent  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health  in  Providence  for  analysis.  The  result  of  this 
examination  showed  all  samples  to  be  of  good  chemical  quality  and 
entirely  suitable  for  domestic  use. 

During  the  unloading  of  a  shipment  of  nursery  stock  consigned 
from  Holland  to  a  local  gardener,  a  number  of  black  rats  (Mus  rattos) 
escaped  from  the  wrappings.  Several  were  killed  but  the  majority 
remained  at  large.  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  bubonic  plague  in 
Dutch  ports,  this  board  immediately  secured  a  specimen  carcass  which 
was  sent  to  the  Laboratory  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  exami- 
nation. Although  no  evidence  of  the  plague  bacillus  (bacillus  pestis) 
was  found,  this  occurrence  emphasizes  anew  the  risk  which  all  sea- 
board cities  run  from  infection  through  rats.  This  Board  therefore 
recommends  an  amendment  to  the  building  ordinance  by  which  all 
new  construction  (including  re-construction)  along  the  water  front 
shall  be  made  rat-proof. 

A  campaign  for  the  suppression  of  flies  and  mosquitoes  was  in- 
agurated  in  the  Spring  by  the  Board.  The  method  of  spraying  with 
oil  those  areas,  in  which  mosquitoes  were  liable  to  breed,  was  used. 
The  small  appropriation  available  for  this  purpose  was  entirely  inade- 
quate to  provide  for  systematic  work  throughout  the  city,  but  the  re- 
sults obtained  gave  general  satisfaction  in  the  districts  treated.  Pro- 
fessor Gorham  of  Brown  University  is  now  engaged  in  making  a  sur- 
vey of  this  city  to  determine  those  areas  which  will  require  attention, 
and  furnish  plans  and  estimates  of  the  approximate  cost  of  draining 
or  oiling  the  mosquito  breeding  areas. 
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GARBAGE  DISPOSAL 

Under  authority  granted  by  the  Representative  Council,  bids  were 
invited  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  for  a  term  of  years 
dating  from  August  8th.  The  contract  for  three  years  for  collection 
was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  James  J.  Dugan,  and  for  the 
disposal  for  a  like  term,  to  Jeremiah  K.  Sullivan  who  submitted  the 
only  bid.  As  both  bids  were  largely  in  excess  of  the  existing  con- 
tracts, this  Board  was  compelled  to  ask  for  an  additional  appropria- 
tion to  cover  this  item  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year,  and  the 
appropriation  for  next  year  must  be  increased  correspondingly. 

There  have  been  674  complaints  of  the  non-collection  of  garbage 
which  have  been  promptly  attended  to.  In  many  instances  cause  for 
complaint  has  repeatedly  recurred.  While  this  Board  "has  used  every 
effort  to  secure  prompt  and  regular  collections,  the  matter  has  not  yet 
been  adjusted  to  its  satisfaction. 

SCREENING  ORDINANCE   . 

At  the  request  of  this  Board  the  Representative  Council  at  a 
meeting  held  August  4th,  passed  an  Ordinance  requiring  the  screen- 
ing of  food-stuffs  exposed  for  sale  in  this  City,  and  the  removal  of 
stable  manure  at  frequent  intervals  during  the  warm  weather.  The 
Board  of  Health  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  store  keepers  throughout  the  city  have  met  the  require- 
ments of  this  Ordinance.  The  elimination  of  the  fly  nuisance  is  possi- 
ble only  through  suppression  of  breeding  places,  and  by  this  enactment 
Newport  is  placed  in  the  front  rank  of  progressive  communities. 

SEWERS 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  city  and  the  development  of  outlying 
districts,  make  the  problem  of  sewerage  disposal  one  of  the  most 
pressing  which  confronts  us.  Our  present  system  was  laid  out  in  1886 
when  the  population  was  only  19,566  and  subsequent  additions  have 
been  made  in  a  haphazard  fashion  without  reference  to  our  future 
needs.  This  Board  again  earnestly  recommends  the  appointment  of  a 
Commission  on  sewerage  with  power  to  engage  a  sanitary  engineer  of 
recognized  ability,  to  study  the  existing  situation  and  provide  a  definite 
plan  of  extension,  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  city,  dur- 
ing a  term  of  years.  This  Board  renews  its  recommendations  that 
steps  be  taken  at  once  to  remedy  the  unsanitary  conditions  existing  in 
the  vicinity  of  Almy  Pond,  and  renews  its  endorsement  of  the  sanitary 
improvement  embodied  in  the  plan  of  the  Almy  Pond  Commission. 
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FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

The  per  capita  cost  for  the  conservation  of  the  public  health  in 
this  City  during  the  past  year  was  40  cents,  apportioned  as  fol-

Public  health  is  a  purchasable  commodity.  A  community  such  as 
ours  whose  prosperity  depends  so  largely  upon  its  deserved  reputation 
as  a  health  resort  pan  make  no  better  investment  than  in  the  line  of 
improved  sanitation. 

We  need  a  Hospital  for  the  care  of  chronic  cases  of  Pulmonary 

tuberculosis,   a  modern  plant  for  the  destruction  of  garbage,   and 

greatly  improved  facilities  for  the  disposal  of  sewerage.    In  addition, 

active  work  should  be  begun  this  year  for  the  suppression  of  flies  and 

mosquitoes.    Such  a  programme  cannot  be  accomplished  in  a  single 

year.    It  necessitates  the  adoption  of  a  definite  policy  by  which  all 

these  requirements  shall  be  met  by  the  end  of  a  fixed  period,  say  of 

five  or  ten  years,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  so  distributed  over  a 

longer  period  so  that  no  excessive  burden  shall  fall  upon  the  resources 

of  the  city.

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Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk 


Newport  R.  I. 

December  31,  1916. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Newport,  R.  I. 

Gentlemen:— 

Your  Inspector  of  Milk  hereby  respectfully  submits  his  report  for 
the  year  1916.  The  daily  supply  of  milk  brought  into  the  city  is  ap- 
proximately 17,000  quarts.  The  appended  table  will  show  that  some 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  quality  of  the  samples  of  milk 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination;  still  this  improvement  is  not 
as  great  as  it  should  be  or  what  is  desired.  The  high  bacteria  count 
found  in  some  of  the  samples  examined  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  non- 
cooling  of  the  milk  and  I  recommend  the  enforcing  of  the  regulation 
requiring  the  cooling  of  all  milk,  brought  into  this  city,  to  a  tempera- 
ture of  50°  F. 

Perhaps  the  recent  advanced  price  of  milk  sold  in  this  city  will  in- 
duce the  producers  to  exercise  more  care  in  the  handling  of  the  milk. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  state  law  compelling  the  tuberculin 
test  of  milk  herds,  I  should  recommend  the  pastuerization  of  milk  used 
in  this  city.  The  process  of  pastuerization  while  a  very  simple  one 
will  destroy  any  harmful  disease  germ  which  may  be  lurking  in  the 
raw  milk. 

The  work  of  your  Inspector  of  Milk  has  been  carried  on*  along  the 
same  lines  as  heretofore. 

The  relation  between  the  dairymen  and  the  Health  Department 
is  very  friendly,  and  a  large  majority  are  giving  us  full  co-operation 
in  the  effort  to  provide  a  better  milk  supply.  It  has  been  necessary 
to  warn  a  few  producers  that  unless  the  unsanitary  conditions  which 
were  found  to  exist  on  their  premises  were  remedied,  a  revocation  of 
their  license  would  follow. 

The  inspection  of  the  milk  producing  farms  is  a  most  essential 
part  of  this  work,  and  the  constant  improvement  in  various  ways  on 
such  farms,  is  satisfactory  evidence  that  more  care  is  being  taken  to 
protect  the  milk  supply  of  this  city  from  any  contamination. 

As  the  dairies  supplying  milk  to  our  city  are  mostly  in  the  adjoin- 
ing towns  of  Portsmouth  and  Middletown,some  arrangement  should  be 
made  whereby  the  Office  of  the  Board  of  Health  could  be  notified  at 
once,  by  the  health  officers  of  these  towns  of  the  existence  of  any  con-

tagious  disease  reported  to  them.  As  the  situation  now  exists  we 
have  no  way  of  knowing  of  these  cases;  recently  information  was  re- 
ceived in  a  roundabout  way  of  the  existence  of  a  case  of  Diphtheria 
on  a  farm  where  milk  is  produced  and  sold  in  this  city.  An  immediate 
investigation  showed  that  a  case  did  exist  and  the  owner  was  at  once 
ordered  to  shut  off  his  delivery  in  this  city  or  to  remove  his  entire 
milking  outfit,  after  a  thorough  sterizilation,  to  another  farm.  It 
can  be  very  readily  seen  how  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  could  have 
been  started  in  this  case,  had  the  information  not  been  received  and 
immediately  acted  upon.

Report  of  Dental  Inspection 


To  the  Board  of  Health,  City  of  Newport,  R.  I. : 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  of  the 
dental  inspection  in  the  schools,  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1916. 

The  Inspection 

The  regular  inspection  in  both  public  and  parochial  schools  has 
been  carried  on  as  usual,  and  your  inspector  also  co-operated  with  the 
Charity  Organization  in  the  work  of  examining  the  children  of  the 
summer  school. 

Extra  precaution  was  taken  in  examining  all  pupils  during  the 
prevalence  of  Infantile  Paralysis. 

The  Dental  Infirmary 

The  Infirmary  has  been  continued  during  the  noon  hour,  as  in  past 
years.  We  have  been  unable  as  yet  to  arrange  a  Saturday  morning 
clinic.  Various  appliances  and  supplies  have  been  added  to  our  equip- 
ment. 

A  total  of  379  patients  were  registered,  241  received  prophylactic 
treatment,  161  teeth  were  extracted,  and  50  received  other  treatment. 
These  operations  were  performed  by  Dr.  P.  E.  Clarke  and  Dr.  C.  H. 
Rogers. 

Recommendation 

I  again  urge  the  establishment  of  a  Saturday  morning  clinic,  of 
which  there  is  great  need  and  which  would  prove  a  most  important 
factor  in  our  work.

REPORT    OF    THE    PUBLIC    SCHOOL  COMMITTEE,    TO   THE 

REPRESENTATIVE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF 

NEWPORT,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

To  the  Honorable  Public  School  Committee:— 

The  Chairman  of  the  Public  School  Committee  herewith  presents 
his  annual  report  for  the  year  1916,  together  with  the  usual  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  all  the  subordinate  reports  of  this 
department  of  the  school  year  ending  June  1916. 

The  census  of  January  showed  for  the  public  schools  a  total  of 
3763— an  increase  of  199  over  1915.  The  whole  census  was  5746— an 
increase  of  240  over  last  year. 

Of  the  5746  there  were  1215  enrolled  in  schools  of  the  city  who  by 
the  State  laws  were  not  obliged  to  attend. 

The  registration  of  the  last  five  years  was  as  follows:—

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In  twenty  four  rooms  the  number  enrolled  is  45  or  more,  and  in 
six  of  those  it  is  50  or  more. 

Because  of  the  growth  in  grades  VIII  and  IX  a  new  room  for 
each  grade  has  been  opened  in  the  John  Clarke.  That  for  VIII  will 
give  the  brightest  pupils  of  the  282  in  the  grade  an  opportunity  to  do 
some  of  the  work  of  the  next  year  and  they  will  probably  save  in  V11I 
and  IX  a  half-year. 

For  children  who  are  backward  in  their  school  work  a  new  room 
in  care  of  a  specially  trained  teacher  has  been  opened  and  properly 
equipped  with  furniture  and  apparatus  that  will  permit  a  large  variety 
of  handwork  for  at  lease  half  of  each  school  session. 

Not  only  are  the  four  new  rooms  of  the  Coggeslall  full,  but  the 
numbers  are  so  excessive  in  the  two  rooms  of  grade  1  that  there  is  an 
overflow  of  twenty  m  a  recitation  room.  The  northern  part  of  the 
city  is  growing  so  fast  it  will  probably  be  necessary  to  move  a  second 
time  to  the  assembly  hall. 

The  corps  of  teachers  has  been  reduced  by  the  retirement  of  Miss 
Rebecca  T.  Bosworth  after  an  unusual  record  of  fifty-nine  years  of 
service,  of  Mrs.  Maria  J.  Gale  after  thirty -five  years,  of  Miss  Jennie 
Reid  after  nine  years,  of  Miss  Anna  Alger  after  four  years,  and  by 
the  sudden  death  of  Miss  Katherine  D.  Whitman,  supervisor  of  draw- 
ing for  five  years,  and  also  by  that  of  Mr.  William  Smith  Brownell 
after  nineteen  years  in  the  evening  schools.  It  has  been  increased  by 
a  new  science  teacher  in  the  Rogers  in  addition  to  the  filling  of  the 
vacancies  mentioned,  and  by  the  election  of  assistants  as  teachers  in 
the  two  new  rooms.  During  the  year  six  new  assistants  were  elected 
to  fill  vacancies. 

In  September  the  maximum  salaries  for  grades  VIII  and  IX  were 
changed  to  $800  and  $900  to  be  reached  by  an  annual  increase  of  fifty 
dollars. 

The  practice  room  in  the  Coggeshall,  that  were  established  by  the 
request  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  were  so  successful  last  year 
that  they  have  been  continued. 

The  Military  Drill  met  with  such  general  approval  that  it  has  now 
entered  on  its  second  year  with  the  total  number  of  boys  (263)  divided 
into  31  squads,  each  in  charge  of  a  leader,  and  all  under  the  instruction 
of  Col.  Herbert  Bliss. 

In  the  household  arts  the  work  has  been  extended  to  grade  XII 
and  next  year  the  whole  course  will  be  developed  from  Grade  V 
through  XIII. 

The  special  feature  in  the  repairs  of  the  year  was  the  installation 
of  up  to  date  lavatories  in  the  main  basement  ot  the  Calvert  School. 

For  the  fourth  time  George  R.  Agassiz,  Esq.  has  sent  his  check 
for  $350  to  be  spent  for  equipment  for  the  Townsend  and  Coles. 
Thanks  are  also  due  to  a  score  of  citizens  who  have  shown  their  good 
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will  to  the  schools  by  sending  gifts  of  books,  magazines,  pictures, 
seeds,  flags,  college  seals  on  shields,  medals,  illustrative  materials  of 
any  kinds,  and  also  to  others  for  two  lectures. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  school  year  was  the  abandon- 
ment, sale,  and  removal  of  the  Clarke  School  building  erected  in  1852, 
and  the  occupancy  of  the  new  John  Clarke  building.  Although  in 
many  details  it  is  still  incomplete  and  it  has  never  been  transferred  to 
the  Public  School  Committee,  yet  by  permission  of  the  Aldermen,  the 
building  has  been  occupied  since  Sept.  25th.  In  it  are  located  three 
rooms  of  grade  IX,  four  of  grade  VIII,  and  two  rooms  of  grade  VII. 
A  part  of  the  sewing  work  of  the  Townsend  has  been  transferred  to 
the  John  Clarke  to  give  an  extra  room  to  Rogers.  At  present  there 
are  322  pupils  in  the  John  Clarke. 

During  the  last  School  year  (from  September  1915  to  June  1916) 
the  Truant  Officer  investigated  1338  cases  as  reported  by  telephone  to 
him  by  the  teachers.  The  number  of  different  children  who  were 
truants  was  101  and  82  of  these  were  in  the  public  schools.  The 
Truant  Officer  issued  103  working  certificates,  arrested  and  tried  for 
truancy  five,  and  sentenced  for  truancy  two,  and  had  placed  on  proba- 
tion six.  The  62  found  not  attending  school  were  sent  to  school,  or 
were  given  labor  certificates. 

Past  experience  has  shown  that,  whenever  new1  school  accommo- 
dations are  needed,  at  least  two  years  must  intervene  between  a 
definite  action  by  this  Board  and  the  occupancy  of  new  rooms.  There- 
fore this  Board  felt  obliged  in  spite  of  the  present  high  cost  of  mater- 
ials to  take  decisive  action  regarding  the  overcrowded  high  school. 
The  Board  was  also  influenced  by  the  knowledge  that  the  northern 
part  of  the  city  is  growing  fast  and  that  all  the  rooms  of  the  four 
large  buildings  in  this  section  are  now  in  use. 

To  absolve  the  Public  School  Committee  of  the  charge  of  precipi- 
tate haste  in  its  attempt  to  secure  needed  accommodations  for  the 
Rogers  High  School  the  following  recapitulation  is  submitted. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  both  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
the  Head  Master  of  the  Rogers  High  School  had  often  called  the 
attention  of  the  Board  to  the  rapidly  increasing  enrollment  in  the  high 
school,  because  as  far  back  as  October  1910,  the  enrollment  was 
beyond  the  normal  capacity  of  the  school  and  because  in  the  annual 
report  of  1913-1914  both  these  officials  strongly  accented  the  import- 
ance of  action,  the  Board  gave  the  following  consideration  to  the 
needs  of  Rogers: — 

N.  B.  The  records  of  the  following  twenty-one  meetings  were 
printed  in  both  of  the  daily  papers. 

September  14,  1914 — Voted  that  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Janitors  be  directed  to  consider  an  addition  to  the  capacity  of  the 
Rogers  High  School  and  to  report  at  the  next  meeting. 
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October  12,  1914 — The  Committee  reported  progress. 

January  11,  1915 — The  Committee  reported  progress. 

April  12,  1915 — The  Committee  reported  progress. 

May  10,  1915 — The  Committee  submitted  a  report  and  several  pro- 
positions were  discussed. 

Oct  11,  1915 — Special  report  on  enlarged  accomodations.  Voted 
that  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Janitors  with  the  Committee  on 
Rogers  High  School  should  consider  the  needs  of  the  Rogers  and  report 
recommendations. 

November  13,  1915 — The  double  committee  made  a  definite  report. 
At  this  time  it  was  voted  to  ask  for  $225,000. 

November  8,  1915 — Action  of  November  13  rescinded  and  voted  to 
ask  the  Representative  Council  for  $1000  to  secure  sketch  plans  for 
an  addition. 

November  16,  1915 — Voted  to  secure  names  of  architects. 

December  13,  1915 — Names  of  architects  presented  and  Mr.  B. 
Hammett  Seabury  selected. 

January  10,  1916 — Tentative  sketches  submitted. 

February  14,  1916 — Revised  plans  submitted. 

April  10,  1916 — Meeting  with  architect  to  consider  plans. 

May  8,  1916 — Recommendation  that  all  action  be  deferred  for  the 
present. 

Sept.  11,  1916 — Voted  that  the  special  committee  on  Rogers  be 
reappointed  to  prepare  a  statement  to  be  presented  to  the  Represen- 
tative Council. 

October  9,  1916 — Special  committee  reported  and  the  report  was 
referred  back  for  a  statement  of  reasons  and  resolution. 

November  13,  1916— Special  committee  made  a  lengthy  and 
amended  report  with  resolution. 

November  15,  1916— The  report  of  the  special  committee  adopted 
and  resolution  drawn  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

November  24,  1916— Representative  Council  voted  to  place  the 
proposition  on  ballot  for  December  5. 

December  1,  1916— Publicity  Committee  appointed  to  make  a 
statement  in  the  public  press  and  to  call  a  public  meeting. 

December  4,  1916— Public  meeting  in  the  Rogers. 
*  December  5,  1916— Vote  on  proposition  to  appropriate  $365,000. 
Yes,  699;  no,  2529. 

Although  the  Public  School  Committee  were  not  sustained  by  the 
citizens,  yet  they  feel  that  they  have  acted  with  due  deliberation  for 
the  welfare  of  the  school  and  the  city. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  your  chairman  is  obliged  to  record  the  loss 
by  death  of  Rufus  Elmer  Darrah,  M.  D.  who  was  beginning  his  four- 
teenth year  as  a  very  active  and  progressive  member  of  this  Board. 
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He  gave  himself  without  limitation  to  the  best  interests  of  the  public 
schools  and  also  to  the  civic  betterment  of  Newport. 

It  seemed  best  to  some  of  his  friends  to  create  a  fund  that  shall 
be  known  as  the  Rufus  Elmer  Darrah  Memorial  and  that  the  income 
shall  be  used  for  a  scholarship  for  some  Newport  boy— especially  for 
one  seeking  a  medical  education. 

The  fund  now  amounts  to  $904.99,  and  is  deposited  in  the  Newport 
National  Bank.

Seventy-eight  (78)  males  lodged  with  us  during  the  year,  as  against 
one  hundred  and  sixteen  (116)  males  and  one  (1)  female  the  previous 
year. 

Dog  Licenses 

Licenses  were  issued  during  1916  for  nine  hundred  and  thirty-one 
(931)  male  dogs,  one  hundred  and  sixty- four  (164), female  dogs,  two 
(2)  kennels  at  twenty  (20)  dollars  each  and  twenty-seven  (27)  kennels 
at  ten  (10)  dollars  each,  and  the  receipts  therefrom,  amounting  to 
two  thousand  and  sixty-one  ($2,061.00)  paid  to  the  City  Clerk.

234         REPORT  OP  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

Police  Station 

We  have  completed  a  year's  occupancy  of  our  new  quarters,  and, 
with  but  a  few  exceptions,  find  them  comfortable  and  convenient. 

As  suggested  in  our  last  annual  report,  the  windows  having  a 
north  and  west  exposure  have  been  equipped  with  metallic  weather 
strips,  thus  tending  to  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  and  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  fuel  bills.  * 

The  fitting  of  the  windows  and  doors  of  this  building  with  screens 
to  exclude  flies,  mosquitoes,  and  other  winged  pests,  would  be  con- 
ducive to  the  peace  and  health  of  the  inmates  and  would  prevent  the 
defacement  of  glass,  paint  and  fixtures. 

Police  Signal  Boxes 

The  Game  well  Police  Telephone  and  Signal  System  has,  with  but 
a  few  minor  exceptions,  operated  decidedly  satisfactorily.  It  has 
proved  a  means  of  closer  contact  between  Headquarters  and  the  offi- 
cer on  the  street,  and  celerity  in  affording  information  and  assist- 
ance. 

Additional  signal  boxes  are  urgently  required  at  the  following 
locations:  On  the  Ocean  Drive,  in  vicinity  of  the  T.  M.  Davis  estate; 
Catherine  Street,  vicinity  of  Prairie  Avenue;  Outer  Broadway. 

Police  Motor  Patrol    . 

The  White  Motor  Patrol  has  demonstrated  thoroughly,  after  more 
than  a  year's  use,  its  superiority  over  the  horse  drawn  vehicle. 

Uniforms 

The  present  style  of  uniform  has  maintained  ever  since  the  re- 
organization of  the  Force  in  1886,  and  a  change  seemed  desirable  and 
was  so  ordered.  Henceforth  officers  requiring  new  uniforms  will  con- 
form, as  to  style  and  material,  with  the  requirements  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  New  York  City  Police  Department. 

In  designing  the  new  uniform  more  thought  was  given  to  the 
comfort  of  the  wearer,  as  the  winter  uniform  is  warmer  and  the  sum- 
mer uniform  cooler  than  the  Uniforms  now  in  use. 

There  follows  a  repetition  of  a  suggestion  offered  in  my  report  of 
1915: 

"This  Department  could  make  excellent  use  of  an  automobile 
similar  to  those  in  use  by  the  Chief  and  Deputy  Chief  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  this  City.  A  vehicle  of  this  description  would  be  useful, 
and  necessary,  in  cases  where  the  use  of  the  regular  Police  Patrol 
would  attract  attention  and  a  crowd.  With  it  an  officer  could  quickly 
respond  to  a  call,  could  at  once  investigate  an  emergent  complaint, 
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could  cover  the  City  and  in  a  very  short  period  of  time  acquaint  him- 
self with  conditions  existing  at  various  distant  and  widely  separated 
points.  It  would  furnish  a  speedy  means  of  apprehending  those  who 
carelessly  appropriate  to  their  own  use  the  property  of  others,  and 
especially  those  who,  with  an  intent  either  felonious  or  mischievous, 
annex  stray  automobiles  that  are  left  standing  about  with  no  one  in 
charge." 

Flashlight  and  Bell  Signals 

One  of  the  most  valuable  adjuncts  to  a  police  signaling  and  tele- 
phone system  is  a  system  of  visual  and  audible  signals  whereby  the 
central  office  may,  at  any  time,  call  any  or  all  patrolmen  to  the  street 
stations  (signal  boxes)  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  instructions. 

The  importance  of  this  method  of  signaling  to  patrolmen  at  any 
time  from  police  headquarters  cannot  be  overestimated,  as  it  elimi- 
nates all  possibility  of  duty  shirking  on  the  part  of  the  force.  Expe- 
rience has  shown  that  the  men  will  not  fail  in  their  duty  where  there 
is  a  chance  of  being  called  by  headquarters  at  any  moment  There 
are  many  points  in  Newport  at  which  these  visual  and  audible  signals 
could  be  established  and  operated  to  advantage.  These  signals  con- 
sist of  lights,  for  use  at  night,  and  vibrating  gongs  for  use  in  the  day 
time.  These  signals  are  operated  from  headquarters  and  the  desk 
equipment  is  arranged  in  such  a  manner  that  any  code  of  signals  may 
be  transmitted  to  the  patrolmen,  indicating  that  one  or  more  patrol- 
men in  a  given  district  are  required  to  report  at  the  street  signal  box 
for  instructions,  or  the  entire  street  force  may  be  summoned  at  one 
time  in  case  of  emergency.  The  cost  of  installing  and  maintaining 
this  system  is  not  at  all  prohibitive. 

Our  desk  outfit  is  equipped  to  take  care  of  twenty  or  more  of  the 
visual  and  audible  signals.

Your  Board  of  Commissioners  recommend  that 
this  issue  of  cancelled  bonds  be  burnt  in  the  presence  of  the  City 
Treasurer  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Sink- 
ing Funds  and  that  their  certificate  of  destruction  be  presented  to 
your  Honorable  Body. 

Your  Board  desires  to  call  attention  to  the  new  form  of  report  as 
prepared  by  the  City  Treasurer,  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of 
this  report,  showing  a  concise  condition  of  all  of  the  investments  held 
for  Sinking  Funds. 

The  next  maturing  issue  of  bonds  is  $98,000  Sewerage  bonds,  due 

February  1,  1918,  which  will  make  a  material  reduction  in  the  City's 

debt.

WINTER  SEASON 

a.  Course  of  Lectures — A  course  of  free  public  lectures  was 
arranged  by  the  Board  of  Recreation  and  given  in  the  Council  Cham- 
ber of  the  City  Hall  on  Saturday  mornings  at  10:30  a.  m.  from  Janu- 
ary 15  to  February  26  inclusive.  The  topics  discussed  and  the  speak- 
ers were  as  follows:— 

January  15.  Education  Through  Play.  Professor  George  E. 
Johnson,  Department  of  Education,  Harvard  University. 

January  22.  Physical  Development  of  Boys.  Mr.  Philip  Slocum, 
Physical  Director,  Newport  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

January  29.  Physical  Training  for  Girls.  Miss  Elizabeth  M. 
Bates,  Director  of  Physical  Education,  Woman's  College,  Brown 
University. 

February  5.  Club  Work  for  Boys.  Mr.  Thomas  Chew,  Superin- 
tendent Boy's  Club,  Fall  River,  Mass. 

February  12.  Girl's  Clubs.  Miss  Jean  Hamilton,  Secretary  Na- 
tional Association  of  Working  Women's  Clubs;  Miss  Lucile  Piatt, 
Organising  Secretary  Rhode  Island  Branch. 

February  19.  Nature  Interests  of  Children.  Mr.  E.  K.  Thomas, 
Instructor  in  School  Gardening  and  Junior  Extension  Work,  Rhode 
Island  State  College. 
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February  26.  The  Children's  Theatre  of  Providence,  R.  I.  Mrs. 
Dexter  Thurber,  Chairman  Children's  Theatre  Committee. 

b.  Recreation  Centers.— Rogers  Evening  Recreation  Center  for 
young  women  was  open  two  nights  a  week  until  April,  with  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  25  each  evening.  While  25  young  women  is  a  small 
number,  considering  the  500  stenographers,  bookkeepers,  teachers 
and  clerks  who  do  indoor  work  and  have  scarcely  any  physical  exer- 
cise in  their  employment,  yet  the  supervisor  believes  that  interest  in 
the  center  is  increasing  as  shown  by  the  registration  this  year  of  50 
women  in  the  class  since  the  opening  of  the  center  on  December  4th. 
As  there  is  no  agency  in  the  city  providing  physical  training  for  older 
girls  and  young  women,  outside  of  Rogers  High  School,  there  is  every 
reason  to  hope  that  the  attendance  at  this  center  will  grow  to  even 
larger  numbers.  In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  free  play,  calis- 
thenics, marching,  Indian  club  and  wand  drills,  games,  folk  and  social 
dancing,  the  following  special  activities  were  held:— 

1.  Valentine  social  held  on  February  14th,  in  which  150  young 
women  took  part. 

2.  Nine  Sunday  afternoon  walks  were  enjoyed  by  the  Center 
Girls,  with  an  average  attendance  of  25,  covering  eight  miles  as  an 
average  walk. 

3.  Thirty  Members  of  the  Center  gave  an  Indian  Club  Drill  at  the 
Gymnasium  Demonstration  held  in  the  State  Armory  on  April  18th, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Federation. 

Evening  Recreation  was  provided  for  young  men  by  the  City  one 
night  a  week  at  Rogers  Gymnasium  and  one  night  weekly  at  the 
Father  Mathew's  Total  Abstinence  Society's  Hall  with  an  average  at- 
tendance each  evening  of  forty  and  sixty  boys  respectively.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  young  men,  who  took  part  in  the  games,  there  were  many 
spectators, who  watched  the  games  as  many  as  100  often  present  at  the 
Father  Mathew's  Hall.  A  Junior  City  League  was  conducted  in  these 
centers,  in  which  8  teams  were  registered,  over  50  games  played  and 
over  225  boys  obtained  physical  and  moral  training.  The  Richmond 
A.  C.  Champions  of  the  league  met  and  defeated  the  Boys'  Club, 
Tigers  of  Fall  River,  junior  champions  of  that  city.  On  March  7th, 
the  Richmond  A.  C.  concluded  their  work  for  the  winter  with  a  dance 
held  in  the  Civic  League  House,  attended  by  150  friends,  relatives  and 
parents  of  the  boys. 

An  in-door  Athletic  Meet  for  the  boys  and  young  men  of  the 
evening  recreation  centers,  consisting  of  13  events  was  held  at  Rogers 
High  School  gymnasium  on  Tuesday  evening,  January  25th  in  which  7 
boy 8  clubs  entered  over  50  boys.  The  Meet  was  won  by  the  Boy 
Scouts  with  56  points  to  their  credit. 
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c  Skating  and  Snow  Carnival— The  Basin  playground  was  flooded 
on  two  nights  at  a  cost  of  $41.00  and  provided  good  and  safe  skating 
for  five  days  for  300  children.  Two  snow  battles  were  fought,  one  at 
the  Basin  playground  in  which  the  Kerry  Hill  Boys  defeated  the 
Squantum  Artillery  of  the  fifth  ward,  and  another  battle  at  Aquidneck 
Park,  resulting  in  a  draw,  in  which  60  boys  between  the  ages  of  15 
and  19  years  from  the  northern  and  southern  sections  of  the  city  com- 
peted. 

Sledding  races  for  young  children  were  held  at  Aquidneck  Park, 
on  February  5th,  in  which  38  competed  in  single  and  double  sled  events 
for  speed  and  distance. 

d.  Amateur  Athletic  Federation—The  Board  of  Recreation  had 
an  important  part  in  the  organization  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Feder- 
ation. Concerning  the  local  situation  relative  to  recreation  three 
general  characteristics  may  be  stated  as  follows:— 

1.  Passive  Play,  in  which  the  few  take  part  and  the  many  look  on. 

2.  Recreation  furnished  by  private  and  commercial  agencies  for 
the  money  to  be  derived  therefrom  and  not  with  the  thought  of  the 
improvement  of  the  individual  and  the  community  with  the  result  that 
star  performers  are  developed  to  provide  paying  entertainment,  who 
are  often  not  members  of  the  organizations  supplying  the  entertain- 
ment. 

3.  Recreation  provided  for  particular  groups  along  racial,  class 
and  religious  lines,  with  the  result  that  there  is  lacking  a  community 
consciousness.  , 

The  Amateur  Athletic  Federation  is  doing  more  than  any  other 
agency  to  improve  this  situation.  The  object  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Federation  is  to  promote  and  control  amateur  athletics  in  Newport. 
The  Federation  has  at  its  command  the  sum  total  facilities  of  all  or- 
ganizations connected  with  it,  which  it  can  offer  for  the  benefit  of 
each  individual  organization.  The  Federation  has  accomplished  the 
following  results:— 

1.  Affiliated  fourteen  organizations  conducting  amateur  athletics. 

2.  Raised  the  standard  of  amateur  sport  by  having  the  giving  of 
money  prizes  discontinued. 

3.  Organized  two  in-door  athletic  meets. 

4.  Held  an  in-door  swimming  meet 

5.  Given  a  gymnastic  demonstration. 

6.  Held  an  in-door  military  preparedness  demonstration. 

7.  Held  an  out-door  military  tournament. 

SPRING  SEASON 

a.  Improvement  of  Grounds— Handball  courts  were  erected  at 
Vernon,  Richmond  and  Aquidneck  Playfields.  Playground  apparatus 
consisting  of  swings,  horizontal  bars,  travelling  rings,  climbing  pole 
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and  ladder  at  Richmond,  three  swings  at  King  and  Aquidneck,  and 
box  chair  swings  at  Wetmore  and  Friends  playgrounds,  were  installed 
for«the  summer  season.  The  fence  and  baseball  backstops  at  the 
Basin  playground  were  repaired  and  painted  and  the  play  apparatus 
on  all  grounds*  was  painted.  The  baseball  diamonds  at  Richmond, 
Basin  and  Vernon  playfields  and  the  tennis  courts  at  Basin,  Vernon 
and  Aquidneck  were  repaired  and  put  in  condition  for  the  spring  and 
summer  work. 

b.  Baby  Week  Campaign— In  response  to  the  request  of  the 
Children's  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Labor  at  Washington,  the 
Educational  Committee  of  the  local  association  for  the  relief  of  and 
prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  planned  and  carried  out  a  Better  Babies 
Week  Campaign,  in  which  all  work  done  in  Newport  for  better  babies 
and  children  up  to  six  years  of  age,  was  exhibited  and  demonstrated. 
In  this  campaign,  the  Board  of  Recreation  had  an  important  part. 
The  Supervisor  of  Recreation  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Play  for  Babies  and  was  given  a  room  in  the  Rogers  High 
School,  where  the  Better  Babies  Week  Campaign  was  held.  An  ex- 
hibit and  demonstration  was  arranged,  emphasizing  the  kind  and  value 
of  play  for  children  under  six  years  of  age.  The  program  consisted  of 
charts,  homemade  and  purchasable  toys,  pets,  and  play  apparatus  for 
the  home,  yard  and  playground.  The  charts  covered  such  subjects  as 
the  results  of  the  baby  week  campaign  held  the  previous  year  by  the 
Recreation  Board;  the  meaning  of  play  and  why  the  City  of  Newport 
furnishes  facilities  for  it.  Characteristics  of  babyhood;  plays  of  in- 
fancy, good  play  equipment  for  the  home,  for  the  yard  and  for  the 
playground,  and  a  list  of  suggestive  plays  for  babies  and  young  chil- 
dren with  finger  plays,  mother  plays  and  singing  games.  In  addition, 
a  demonstration  was' given  by  a  number  of  young  children  in  plays, 
games,  and  folk  dances  as  taught  in  the  playgrounds,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Misses  Winifred  Sullivan  and  Margaret  Flynn,  playground 
instructors.  A  collection  of  playthings  made  by  the  small  children  of 
the  Basin  playground  during  the  preceding  summer  under  Miss  Minna 
Bloch,  was  also  on  exhibition.  The  A.  C.  Landers  Company  loaned 
various  toys  recommended  for  babies  and  little  children. 

» 

c  School  Baseball  League— Twenty -five  school  teams  represent' 
ing  14  schools  and  over  250  boys,  played  at  least  one  game  of  base- 
ball a  week  for  six  weeks,  or  a  total  of  72  games. 

d.  School  Athletic  Meets— During  the  spring  there  were  held  15 
school  athletic  meets,  14  preliminary  and  one  final,  in  which  419  boys 
and  girls  competed.  Coddington  School  won  the  first  place  with  60 
points;  Thayer  second,  with  19  points,  and  Cranston  third  with  15 
points. 
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e.  Adult  Recreation— Recreation  for  adults  was  provided  by  the 
supervisor  during  May  and  june  in  the  form  of  a  twilight  league  of 
baseball,  with  the  following  teams  registered:  Naval  Reserves,  ^Ori- 
oles, Old  Colony,  Torpedo  Station,  Armours  and  Independents. 

SUMMER  SEASON 

a.  Weekly  Conference  of  Teachers— A  new  feature  of  the  work 
this  season  was  the  weekly  conference  of  the  instructors  at  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  building  on  Mary  Street  on  Tuesday 
morning.  These  conferences,  which  proved  helpful  both  to  super- 
visor and  instructors,  consisted  of  announcements,  discussions  relative 
to  the  work  and  practical  talks  and  demonstrations. 

Some  of  the  phases  of  the  work  taken  up  were  as  follows: 

1.  Playground  Management,  Mr.  Cook. 

2.  Marching,  directed  by  Lieutenant  Marshall  Rogers,  Newport 
Artillery  Co. 

3.  First  Aid  to  the  Injured,  by  Dr.  John  B.  Kaufman,  Naval 
Training  Station. 

4.  Games  for  Boys,  Mr.  Philip  Slocum  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

5.  Kindergarten  Activities,  Miss  Mimma  Bloch,  Newport  Play- 
ground. 

6.  Games  for  Girls,  Miss  Ardelia  Peckham,  Spokane  High 
School. 

7.  Story  Telling.  Miss  Sheffield,  Librarian  People's  Library. 

8.  Industrial  Work  and  Kite  Making,  Mr.  A.  R.  C.  Gatzenmeier, 
Townsend  Industrial  School. 

9.  Character  Training  Through  Play,  Mr.  Cook. 

10.  Costumes  and  Pageantry,  Miss  Harriett  Thomas,  Secretary 
Charity  Organization  Society,  Newport. 

b.  Swimming  and  Bathing— Two  beaches  were  supervised  by 
the  Board  of  Recreation  this  season  at  King  Park  and  Van  Zandt 
Pier,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  262  and  174  respectively. 
An  instructor  for  girls  and  one  for  boys  were  provided  at  both 
beaches,  while  at  Van  Zandt  Pier  a  life  guard  was  in  attendance 
from  9  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  A  swimming  meet  for  the  up  town  play- 
grounds was  held  at  Van  Zandt  Pier  on  July  28th,  which  was  won  by 
the  Coggeshall  playground,  in  both  boys  and  girls  events,  and  another 
for  the  down  town  grounds  at  King  Park,  which  was  won  by  Rich- 
mond in  the  boys  events  and  by  King  Park  in  the  girls  events.  The 
results  of  the  final  meet  held  at  Van  Zandt  Pier  on  August  4th  were 

as  follows:— 

Boys  under  13  years,  won  by  Coggeshall. 
Boys  13  years  and  over,  won  by  Richmond. 
Girls  under  13  years,  won  by  Coggeshall. 
Girls  over  13  years,  won  by  King  Park. 
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c.  Industrial  Work — Many  people  acquainted  with  the  play- 
ground work  in  Newport  since  it  was  started,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  baskets  made  this  year  were  superior  to  any  ever  made  in 
any  previous  season.    There  are  three  reasons  to  explain  this  result: 

1.  Greater  attention  to  this  phase  of  playground  work. 

2.  A  more  careful  and  limited  selection  of  colors  due  to  the  high 
*  cost  of  color  raphia. 

3.  Many  of  the  baskets  were  made  by  children  who  had  the 
training  and  experience  of  previous  seasons. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Boston  Store, 
the  baskets  and  other  playthings  made  by  the  children  were  exhibited 
in  one  of  the  windows,  where  the  people  of  the  city  had  an"  opportu- 
nity to  see  the  results  of  this  phase  of  playground  instruction.  In 
addition  to  the  baskets  made,  the  children  at  the  Friends  and  Basin 
playgrounds  where  kindergarten  play  was  emphasized,  made  picture 
frames,  napkin  rings  and  jointed  toys,  caps,  dolls  and  other  things 
used  by  little  children  in  their  play.  The  boys  found  pleasure,  too,  in 
making  kites,  aeroplanes  and  boats.  The  kite  tournament  stimulated 
interest  in  kite  making,  the  boys  learning  that  it  was  no  easy  mat- 
ter to  construct  a  kite  that  would  fly.'  One  of  the  pleasing  results 
of  this  new  feature  of  the  work  has  been  the  promotion  of  kite  flying 
during  the  boys  leisure  time  outside  of  playground  hours  and  after  the 
playgrounds  were  closed. 

d.  Playground  Picnic — The  third  annual  picnic  for  the  children 
of  the  city  playgrounds  was  held  at  the  Newport  Beach  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Newport  Beach  Association  on  Monday,  August  26th, 
after  it  had  been  postponed  from  early  in  July  on  advice  of  the  Board 
of  Health.  The  Beach  Association  gave  the  children  500  sandwiches, 
200  pies,  500  packages  of  pop  corn,  30  watermelons,  50  gallons  of  cof- 
fee, 600  plates  of  ice  cream,  and  15  one-half  pound  boxes  of  chocolates 
as  prizes  for  the  athletic  meet. 

e.  Kindergarten  Work— In  a  previous  section  of  this  report  re- 
lating to  manual  training  mention  was  made  of  the  Kindergarten  play 
taught  at  the  Basin  and  the  Friends  Playgrounds.  In  addition  to  the 
industrial  work,  there  were  singing  and  ring  games,  and  play,  story- 
telling, stories  dramatized,  and  occupations  of  adults  played.  Tnere 
were  996  singing  games  played  and  326  stories  told.  As  the  children 
-who  come  to  the  playgrounds  are  largely  of  kindergarten  age  and  as 
the  work  at  the  Basin  and  Friends  grounds  has  been  so  successful,  the 
Supervisor  recommends  the  extension  of  this  work  to  other  grounds, 
by  employing  teachers  who  are  qualified  to  lead  children  in  such  play. 
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f.  Tournaments — Kite,  handball,  quoit,  and  tennis  tournaments 
for  boys  were  held  during  the  season  with  the  following  results: 

a.  Kite  tournaments,  consisting  of  highest  flyer,  strongest  puller, 
eight  mile  dash,  most  artistic  kite,  won  by  Vernon  Avenue  boys. 

b.  Handball  tournament,  consisting  of  single  and  doubles,  was 
won  by  Basin  for  uptown  and  Aquidneck  for  down  town  grounds. 

c.  Quoit  tournament,  consisting  of  single  and  doubles,  was  won 
by  the  boys  of  Coggeshall  Playground. 

d.  Tennis  tournament,  single  and  doubles,  was  won  by  Aquidneck 
Park.  Inter  Ground  Games.  All  the  girls  playgrounds  entered  teams 
in  the  girls  volley  ball  league;  the  up- town  division  being  won  by  Cal- 
lender  and  the  down  town  division  by  Aquidneck  Park.  In  the  cham- 
pionship contest  the  Aquidneck  Park  girls  defeated  the  Callender  team 
two  out  of  three  games.  All  the  boys  playgrounds  entered  teams  in 
the  boys'  baseball  league,  the  Basin  playground  winning  the  champion- 
ship in  the  northern  and  Wetmore  achieving  this  distinction  in  the 
southern  division. 

g.  Labor  Day  Pageant— The  Pageant  presented  by  the  children 
of  the  playgrounds  on  the  afternoon  of  Labor  Day,  September  4th,  at 
Morton  Park  entitled  America,  Champion  of  Justice,  was  selected  for 
a  number  of  reasons:  Firstly  as  a  fitting  conclusion  of  the  work  of 
the  summer  playgrounds.  When  the  Instructors  are  presented  with 
a  definite  and  important  task  they  usually  secure  better  results  than 
if  they  are  requested  to  assemble  on  a  certain  day  at  the  end  of  the 
season  and  exhibit  their  games  and  dances.  Secondly,  the  pageant 
was  a  holiday  celebration  of  timely  interest  to  adults,  the  theme  being 
America  prepared.  The  pageant  attempted  to  show  the  citizens  of 
Newport  that  the  essential  thing  in  preparedness  is  not  alone  adequate 
to  battleships  and  forts,  trained  men,  but  a  spirit  of  love  for  our  country 
and  appreciation  of  the  history  of  America,  what  America  has  fought 
for  in  the  past  and  what  we  hope  America  will  fight  for  in  the  future. 
Judged  from  an  artistic  standpoint,  the  pageant  was  not  a  finished 
production,  because  of  certain  difficulties,  lack  of  co-operation  on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  parents,  who  did  not  wish  their  children  to 
take  part,  lack  of  sufficient  rehearsals,  and  a  small  appropriation. 
However,  a  great  deal  of  good  was  derived  from  the  pageant.  The 
citizens  of  Newport  had  a  pleasanc  diversion  offered  them  for  spend- 
ing their  holiday  and  got  some  idea  of  the  work  of  the  playground, 
while  the  children  themselves  received  healthful  exercise,  pleasure, 
history  and  education  in  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  the 
pageant.

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AUTUMN  SEASON 

a.  School  Football  Leagues— Fourteen  school  football  teams  were 
organized  representing  twelve  schools  and  over  135  boys.  Twenty-one 
games  were  played  with  Clarke  School  champions  of  the  major  league, 
Lenthal  School  of  the  junior  league  and  St.  Mary's  School  of  the 
midget  league. 

b.  School  Basket  Ball  League— Eight  school  basket  ball  teams 
were  organized  representing  8  schools  and  over  fifty  boys,  playing  21 
games.  Clarke  School  won  the  championship  in  the  major  league  and 
Clarke  are  tied  for  first  honors  in  the  junior  league. 


c.  Playgrounds  After  School — During  the  months,  the  play- 
grounds after  school  and  on  Saturdays  have  been  open  at  the  Basin 
and  Aquidneck  Park  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  26  and  43 
boys  respectively.  Football,  basket  ball,  dodge  ball,  handball  and 
hockey  have  been  played. 

d.  Girls  Athletic  Clubs — During  November  increased  attention 
was  given  to  the  leisure  time  of  school  girls  and  Athletic  Clubs  were

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organized  in  Cranston,  Clarke,  Lenthal  and  Calvert  Schools.    Those 
four  girls'  clubs  have  accomplished  the  following  results:

Johnson,  the  Naval  Training  Station  Band,  Mr.  E.  O.  Andrews  the 
lantern  and  screen  for  the  words  of  the  songs.  Mr.  Donald  Hay  of 
the  Boy  Scouts  operated  the  lantern.  Mr.  Hendy,  Supervisor  of  Music 
in  the  public  schools,  directed  the  singing  of  the  carols  at  the  tree  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  December  24th.

Gentlemen : — The  Inspector  of  Plumbing  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report  for  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixteen. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  this  office  for  the  past  year  I  am  pleased 
to  report  the  large  amount  of  sanitary  plumbing  installed. 

The  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  (266)  plans  filed  in  this  office  called 
for  the  installation  and  alteration  of  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  two 
(1402)  modern  plumbing  fixtures.  This  number  of  fixtures  show  that 
the  sanitary  and  living  conditions  in  all  dwellings  where  such  improve- 
ments have  been  made  are  greatly  benefited. 

I  have  inspected  the  plumbing  in  all  the  public  school  buildings  of 
the  City  and  have  made  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Health,  as 
to  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  plumbing  in  the 
several  buildings. 

As  in  previous  years  I  have  given  a  strict  attention  and  made 
frequent  inspections  on  the  installation  of  all  plumbing  work  installed 
throughout  the  city.

Gentlemen:— During  the  year  1916,  I  have  boarded  all  vessels 
coming  into  Newport  Harbor  from  foreign  ports  with  quarantine  flag 
flying  in  each  and  every  case.  I  found  a  clear  bill  of  health,  with  no 
sickness  on  board  any  vessel  arriving  here. 

May  15  steamer  Genoa  from  Italy  bound  to  New  York,  Captain 
W.  Balcom,  health  officer,  boarded  her  and  all  was  well  under  quaran- 
tine flag  flying.  July  2  steamship  Owego  arrived  from  St.  Michaels 
bound  to  New  York,  Captain  E.  W.  Barlow,  under  quarantine  flag 
flying,  health  officer  boarded  her  and  all  was  well.  September  23, 
fuel  ship  Caesar,  C.  S.  Barker  arrived  from  Barcelona,  Spain,  came  in 
under  quarantine  flag  flying,  health  officer  boarded  her  and  all  was 
well.  October  7,  German  submarine  U  53,  health  officer  boarded  her 
and  Captain  Hans  Rose,  and  all  was  well  under  quarantine  flag  flying.

Report   of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Henderson  Home  for  Aged  Men 

To  the  Honorable  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport. 

In  conformity  with  the  ordinance  relating  to  the  establishment 
and  government  of  the  Henderson  Home  for  Aged  Men  the  Commis- 
sioners chosen  by  you  to  manage  the  Home,  hereby  make  their  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1916. 

In  a  small  institution  like  this  one  it  will  not  ordinarily  happen 
that  the  history  of  life  therein  will  vary  much  in  one  year  from  that 
of  another.  Of  the  associating  of  a  group  of  elderly  men,  differing 
in  temperament,  views,  and  lifelong  habits,  brought  together  under 
the  pressure  of  poverty,  by  necessity  rather  than  by  choice,  is  not 
likely  to  result  in  an  entirely  harmonious  and  peaceful  community 
life.  Its  successful  control  and  management  require  much  tact, 
patience  and  good  judgment.  These  observations  are  not  intended 
to  point  to  the  existence  of  any  unusual  experiences  during  the  year 
just  ending  but  are  designed  to  refer  to  certain  conditions  which  may 
be  expected  to  characterize  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  the  life  in  a 
Home  for  Aged  People.  Nothing  out  of  the  ordinary  has  marked  the 
year  and  we  think  that  as  a  whole  the  inmates  of  the  Henderson  Home 
value  and  enjoy  the  comforts  and  privileges  afforded  them  therein. 

The  superintendent  of  the  Home  remains  the  same.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  there  were  ten  inmates.  In  April,  M.  Adelbert 
Linfield  died  at  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  shortly  after  his 
removal  there.  He  had  been  an  inmate  of  the  Home  for  several 
years.  On  June  2,  1916,  Karl  Klein  departed  this  life.  He  had  been 
in  the  Home  a  little  more  than  fifteen  months. 

From  June  2  to  November  29  there  were  eight  inmates.  On  the 
date  last  named  Frank  E.  Nicolai  was  admitted  to  the  Home,  an 
amendment  of  the  ordinance  regulating  the  terms  of  admission  having 
rendered  him  eligible  therefor,  so*  that  at  the  present  time  there  are 
nine  inmates. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  coming  to  our  possession  has  been 
$5532.91  and  the  total  expenses  for  the  care  and  operation  of  the  Home 
for  the  same  time  has  been  $5454.33.  The  Treasurer's  report  which 
accompanies  this,  shows  in  detail  the  financial  affairs  of  the  institution 
in  so  far  as  they  are  controlled  by  the  commissioners.

Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 

People's  Library 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Representative  Council  of 
the  City  of  Newport,  R.  I. : 

The  Trustees  of  the  People's  Library  in  Newport,  herewith  pre- 
sent their  Report  for  the  year  ending  April  30th,  1917.  The  Reports 
of  the  Librarian  and  Treasurer,  presented  herewith,  furnish  in  detail 
the  data  with  reference  to  the  operation  of  the  Library  during  the 
past  year. 

This  is  the  second  full  year  of  Library  activities  since  the  change 
of  location  to  Aquidneck  Park,  and  has  continued  to  demonstrate  the 
advantages  of  the  present  location  over  the  old  one  for  the  expansion 
of  our  work  and  the  greater  accommodation  of  the  public. 

We  have  continued  to  extend  our  work  among  the  younger  readers 
and  have  been  able  to  attract  them  to  the  Library  and  provide  them 
with  instructive  reading.  This  is,  in  many  respects,  our  most  useful 
and  hopeful  work,  as  it  means  implanting  a  love  of  good  literature  in 
the  future  generation  and  a  habit  of  reading  which  will  probably  con- 
tinue through  life.  In  this  work  of  interesting  those  of  school  age, 
the  work  of  our  efficient  library  staff  has  been  supplemented  by 
volunteer  service.  Miss  Jessie  MacLeod  has  led  a  class  of  girls  in  a 
reading  club  weekly  during  the  Winter.  Miss  Maud  L.  Stevens  and 
others  have  conducted  the  weekly  story-hours  on  Saturday  mornings. 

The  increased  use  of  the  Library  by  school  children  has  necessi- 
tated the  fitting  up  of  the  unoccupied  space  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
Library  building.  This  was  done  at  considerable  expense  and  has 
made  an  useful  and  attractive  addition  for  the  work  of  the  Library. 
At  the  present  time,  with  the  exception  of  some  store-rooms  on  the 
third  floor,  the  entire  building  is  in  active  use  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Library,  enabling  us  to  accommodate  the  people  in  a  way  that  was 
impossible  in  the  restricted  quarters  on  Thames  Street. 

This  year,  the  circulation  of  books  for  home  use  is  again  the 
largest  in  our  history,  being  over  50,000  volumes.  This  increasing 
circulation  with  only  about  33,000  volumes  in  the  Library  (and  some 
of  these  not  often  in  circulation)  is  most  gratifying  to  the  Trustees. 

The  Librarian  calls  attention  to  the  diminished  purchasing  power 
of  the  funds  allotted  to  books  and  the  constant  need  of  more  books. 
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With  the  circulation  we  have,  and  the  increasing  demand  for  new 
books  and  the  large  influx  of  new  readers  coming  to  Newport  to  the 
Army  and  Navy  stations  and  for  the  summer  season,  we  could  readily 
use  and  ought  to  have  double  the  number  of  volumes  upon  our  shelves. 
Many  expensive  reference  books  and  some  special  classes  of  books  are 
urgently  required.  The  Trustees  are  obliged  to  again  appeal  to  the 
public,  that  they  will  send  us  books  useful  for  the  Library,  which  they 
no  longer  need  at  home  and  also  will  give  funds  to  be  used  in  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  thus  supplementing  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Trustees. 

Again  we  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  that  in  most  communities 
in  this  country,  and  especially  in  this  State,  Public  Libraries  are 
largely  supported  from  appropriations  of  public  funds.  The  Statutes 
of  the  State,  in  the  authority  granted  to  the  Representative  Council, 
recognize  the  obligation  to  do  so,  but  the  Trustees  have  never  urged 
the  City  Authorities  to  make  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the 
Library  and  the  purchase  of  books,  recognizing  the  many  demands  at 
the  present  time  upon  the  taxing  power  in  this  City.  The  City,  how- 
ever, should,  at  least,  perform  its  duty  in  accepting  Aquidneck  Park, 
adjoining  the  Library  Building,  by  adequately  policing,  lighting  and 
improving  it,  so  that  the  public,  using  it,  may  be  properly  accommo- 
dated. We  again  urge  the  City  to  construct  a  proper  granolithic  or 
other  sidewalk  from  the  entrance  to  the  Park. on  Spring  Street  to  the 
entrance  to  the  Park  on  Bowery  Street,  which  will  approach  near 
enough  to  the  Library  property  to  enable  us  to  connect  with  the  same. 
Such  a  walk  would  accommodate  the  considerable  travel  on  the  part 
of  the  public  across  the  Park  and  would  also  be  a  great  convenience  to 
the  large  number  of  the  public  who  visit  the  Civic  League  House  and 
the  Library.  During  the  Winter  season,  and  especially  when  snow  is 
on  the  ground,  the  present  gravel  walks  are  of  little  use-. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  obligation  to  the  Library  force 
who  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  serve  the  People,  and  have 
furnished  intelligent  and  courteous  service.  Through  their  service 
we  have  made  especial  efforts  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  Library 
in  different  directions.  In  Boy  Scout  week,  special  displays  of  books 
were  made.  At  Christmas  time,  books  suitable  for  Christmas  gifts 
were  exhibited,  and,  in  co-operation  with  and  at  the  expense  of  funds 
collected  by  the  Civic  League,  the  Library  furnished  the  books, 
charging  material,  &c,  for  a  reading  room,  which  was  opened  in  the 
Coggeshall  Building  between  the  hours  of  seven  and  nine  o'clock, 
three  evenings  each  week,  during  the  months  of  January,  February 
and  March. 

Through  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Stanley  C.  Hughes,  a  tablet  containing 
an  inscription  by  the  Hon.  William  Dudley  Foulke  has  been  placed  in 
the  Reading  Room.    The  words  so  aptly  set  forth  the  purpose  of  a 
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public  library  and  the  invitation  which  the  Trustees  wish  to  extend  to 
all  the  people  of  this  community,  that  the  Trustees  welcomed  the  gift. 
The  inscription  is  as  follows:— 

"Whatever  be  thy  fortune  or  thy  state 

The  way  to  high  companionship  is  free: 
Here  are  they  all — the  wise,  the  good,  the  great, 

And  their  best  thoughts  they  offer  unto  thee.  v 

How  canst  thou  give  thy  life  to  sordid  things 

While  Milton's  strains  in  rhythmic  numbers  roll 
Or  Shakespeare  probes  thy  heart,  or  Homer  sings, 

Or  rapt  Isaiah  wakes  thy  slumbering  soul? 
If  these  'Kings'  Treasuries'  were  scant  and  rare 

How  wouldst  thou  yearn  for  all  that  they  contain! 
But  they  are  spread  before  thee  free  as  air, 

And  shall  their  priceless  jewels  shine  in  vain? 
The  choice  is  thine;  the  fancies  of  a  day, 
Or  the  bright  gems  that  shall  endure  for  aye."

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  People's  Library: 

Gentlemen:— In  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  ending  April 
30,  1917,  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  say  that  the  activities  of  the  year,  some 
of  which  would  never  have  been  possible  in  ouf  old  home,  have  demon- 
strated the  fact  that  the  new  building  has  afforded  an  opportunity  for 
a  large  expansion  of  the  work  ;  and  also  that  the  second  floor  of  the 
building  which  was  extensively  modified  last  year,  was  in  constant  use 
during  the  winter  months. 

In  the  class  room  a  girls'  reading  club  met  weekly  from  Novem- 
ber to  April  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Jessie  MacLeod,  who  has 
been  the  means  of  interesting  the  girls  in  better  books  than  they 
would  otherwise  have  read.  So  many  young  people  coming  to  a  public 
library  have  little  taste  for  the  best  in  literature,  that  thosevwho  can 
lead  them  to  it  in  the  intimacy  of  a  social  group  render  an  important 
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service ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  another  winter  there  may  be  found 
several  young  men  and  women  able  and  willing  to  conduct  boys'  and 
girls'  reading  clubs. 

In  the  south  room  upstairs,  which  was  made  over  last  year,  have 
been  held  the  weekly  story-hours  on  Saturday  mornings  from  January 
to  April.  In  the  absence  of  Miss  Sheffield,  the  children's  librarian, 
the  stories  have  been  told  principally  by  Miss  Maud  L.  Stevens, 
though  we  are  indebted  also  to  Mrs.  Frederick  B.  Cudworth,  Mrs. 
Felix  Peckham,  and  Mrs.  Edwin  S.  Wiley  for  performing  this  much 
appreciated  service.  The  immediate  increase  of  attendance  in  the 
children's  room  and  of  the  circulation  of  children's  books,  following 
the  beginning  of  the  story-hour,  shows  its  value  not  only  as  a  means 
of  improving  the  reading  taste,  but  also  of  establishing  friendly  rela- 
tions with  children  and  attracting  them  to  the  Library. 

The  only  room  in  the  Library  which  has  not  been  much  used  is  the 
lecture  room,  which  has  been  occupied  but  once,  by  the  Newport  As- 
sociation for  the  Relief  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  for  its  annual 
meeting  in  September.  It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  so  attractive  an 
assembly  room  should  not  be  enjoyed  by  more  people. 

In  all  reasonable  ways  the  Library  seeks  to  make  its  resources 
known  to  all  the  people,  and  one  measure  to  this  end,  adopted  in  No- 
vember, was  the  placing  of  posters  in  leading  shops  throughout  the 
city,  calling  attention  to  the  Library, its  location  and  hours  and  partic- 
ularly the  fact  that  it  is  free  to  all.  Thanks  are  due  the  owners  of 
the  shops  for  their  cordial  co-operation  in  thus  advertising  the  Libra- 
ry, and  for  the  prominent  and  in  some  cases  permanent  place  which 
they  gave  the  poster. 

As  last  year,  Boy  Scout  week  was  observed  in  November  by 
making  known  the  better  reading  recommended  by  the  Library  Com- 
mission of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America ;  and  for  the  second  time  an 
exhibit  of  books  suitable  for  Christmas  gifts  was  held  in  the  Trustees' 
room  in  December. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  events  of  the  year  was  the  opportu- 
nity to  establish  a  deposit  station  in  Coggeshall  School  building  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Civic  League.  On  Jan.  5,  the  Civic  League,  having 
secured  room,  light  and  heat  from  the  School  Department,  opened  a 
reading-room  which  was  available  to  the  public  from  seven  to  nine 
o'clock  three  evenings  a  week  from  January  to  March  inclusive.  The 
Civic  League  supplied  janitor  service,  the  subscription  to  eight  popu- 
lar and  scientific  magazines  and  engaged  Miss  Frances  T.  Lawton  of 
the  People's  Library  staff  as  librarian.  The  People's  Library 
furnished  the  books,  charging  material,  book-case  and  boxes  for 
transportation.  The  enterprise  was  extensively  and  repeatedly  ad- 
vertised by  the  Civic  League  and  there  was  an  earnest  effort  on  the 
part  of  all  concerned  to  make  it  a  success,  but  a  total  attendance  of 
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139  readers  in  the  room  and  of  320  books  circulated  for  home  use,  in 
three  months,  is  not  a  large  response  from  a  large  and  growing  dis- 
trict somewhat  remote  -from  the  main  library  ;  and  it  would  seem  that 
the  people  of  the  neighborhood  do  not  require  free  reading  privileges 
in  their  immediate  vicinity  as  much  as  was  supposed. 

At  the  request  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  fifty 
Library  books,  changed  occasionally,  have  been  on  deposit  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Association  since  November.  These  books  are  not  only 
used  in  the  building  but  are  taken  home  by  the  boys. 

By  removing  to  the  stack  some  of  the  least  used  reference  books, 
we  have  been  able  to  place  in  the  Reference  Room  popular  books  in 
all  non-fiction  classes  with  the  gratifying  result  of  their  being  much 
more  used.  It  appears  that  almost  any  books  which  are  in  sight  will 
be  read,  and  that  the  best,  if  out  of  sight  in  the  stack,  are  likely  to  be 
uncalled  for  and  forgotten. 

The  children's  librarian,  Miss  Sheffield,  was  granted  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  one  year,  beginning  August  1st,  for  the  purpose  of  studying 
library  science  at  Simmons  College,  (and  in  view  of  this  vacancy  Miss 
Frances  T.  Lawton  was  engaged  for  one  year. 

For  the  last  three  years  the  annual  report  has  contained  the  state- 
ment that  the  circulation  of  books  has  been  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  Library.  The  statement  is  repeated  this  year  as  our  circula- 
tion of  over  50000  exceeds  any  former  record.  And  these  statistics  of 
the  home  use  of  books  are  only  a  partial  indication  of  the  extent  to 
which  the  Library  is  used,  as  no  attempt  is  made  to  record  the  large 
number  of  persons  who  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  frequent  the  read- 
ing-rooms, to  read  not  only  magazines  and  newspapers,  but  also  books, 
and  particularly  to  study  works  of  reference. 

Once  more  may  I  be  permitted  to  speak  of  our  book  fund  and  of 
the  diminished  purchasing  power  of  a  dollar  in  the  book  world  as  well 
as  everywhere  else  ?  In  the  last  five  years  our  book  fund  has  shrunk 
in  value  twenty-five  per  cent,  and  this  in  the  face  of  ever  increasing 
demands  upon  our  resources.  The  increased  patronage  of  the  Library 
in  the  last  month  resulting  from  the  large  number  of  strangers  in  the 
city,  particularly  enlisted  men,  emphasizes  our  need  in  certain  special 
directions.  We  cannot  meet  the  requirements  of  our  growing  city 
without  spending  more  money  for  books;  books  for  the  general  public, 
for  the  special  classes  created  by  Newport's  development  as  a  govern- 
ment centre,  for  the  trades,  for  deposit  stations  and  for  the  children. 
We  have  a  beautitul  and  convenient  building,  providing  opportunity 
for  extension  of  the  work  along  many  lines,  and  an  adequate  number 
of  persons  on  the  staff.  Our  prime  necessity  at  present  is  a  book  fund 
which  shall  make  it  possible  to  keep  up  with  the  requirements  of  the 
increasing  number  of  people  coming  to  us  and  to  supply  the  great 
variety  of  needs  and  tastes  which  they  represent.

In  this  connection  it  is  a  pleasure  to  express  our  sincere  apprecia- 
tion of  the  gifts  of  books  and  money  which  have  greatly  aided  us  in 
carrying  on  the  work  of  the  year.  All  parts  of  the  Library  have 
shared  in  the  benefit  of  these  donations,  including  the  children's  room, 
which  perhaps  needs  help  more  than  any  other  department.  Impor- 
tant works  in  non-fiction  classes,  many  of  them  recent  publications, 
have  been  received,  and  a  large  number  of  novels,  which  have  served 
the  double  purpose  of  gratifying  the  prevalent  taste  for  recreative 
reading  and  of  saving  our  book  fund  for  the  purchase  of  more  impor- 
tant literature.  We  are  especially  indebted  to  the  following  persons 
for  the  number  or  value  of  their  gifts  :  the  Misses  Allan,  Mr.  Isaac 
Clothier,  Mrs.  Gallway  and  Miss  Edgar,  Mrs.  Theodore  K.  Gibbs,  Mrs. 
Tompkins  Mcllvaine,  Mrs.  George  Grenville  Merrill,  Rev.  Emery  H. 
Porter,  D.  D.,  Mrs.  Victor  Sorchan  and  Mr.  James  J.  Van  Alen.  An 
admirable  sonnet  by  Hon.  Win.  Dudley  Foulke,  inviting  to  the  joys 
of  reading,  has  been  framed  and  placed  in  the  reading-room  by 
Mrs.  Stanley  C.  Hughes.
